It  is  hereby  declared  essential  that  the  Town  of  Braintree, 
for  the  benefit  of  people  of  the  Town,  shall  continue  to  maintain  economical 
and  efficient  sewer  and  water  systems;  that  the  Town  be  provided  a  means 
to  improve  its  Water  and  Sewer  Systems  and  ensure  the  continued  availability 
of  Water  and  Sewer  services  operated  in  a  modern,  efficient,  financially  self- 
sustaining,  and  environmentally  sound  manner;  that  just,  equitable  and  suf¬ 
ficient  fees,  rates  and  charges  for  water  and  sewer  service  within  the  Town 
be  established  and  all  consumers,  public  and  private,  taxpayer  and  tax  ex¬ 
empt,  pay  their  fair  share  of  the  costs  of  such  services;  all  to  the  public  benefit 
and  good,  as  and  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  provided  herein.  This  act 
may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the  Braintree  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganiza¬ 
tion  Act  of  1984. 

SECTION  2.  DEFINITIONS: 

SEWER  WORKS  SYSTEM  —  The  existing  sewer  works  system  in  the 
possession  of  and  under  the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  control  and  regulation 
of  the  Town  and  its  sewer  department,  and  all  facilities,  betterments,  exten¬ 
sions,  improvements,  enlargements  thereto  hereafter  constructed  or  acquired. 

WATER  WORKS  SYSTEM  —  The  existing  water  supply  and  distribu¬ 
tion  system  in  the  possession  of  and  under  the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  con¬ 
trol,  and  regulation  of  the  Town  and  its  water  department,  and  all  facilities, 
betterments,  extensions,  improvements  and  enlargements  thereto  hereafter 
constructed  or  acquired. 

TOWN  —  THE  TOWN  OF  BRAINTREE 

SECTION  3.  —  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  powers  of 
the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  a  Board  of  five  members.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  Town  Election  next  after  the  enactment 
and  acceptance  of  this  act,  with  two  commissioners  to  be  elected  for  three 
years,  two  commissioners  to  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  one  commissioner 
to  be  elected  for  one  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  initial  terms,  each  of 
said  commissioners  shall  be  thereafter  elected  for  three  year  terms. 

SECTION  4  —  This  Commission  shall  appoint,  employ  and  determine  the 
compensation,  duties  and  conditions  of  employment  of  a  Superintendent  and 
such  other  officers  and  employees  and  consultants  as  the  commission  may 
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deem  necessary,  subject  to  the  applicable  laws  of  the  Town  and  Com¬ 
monwealth.  All  appropriations  for  wages  and  salaries  of  personnel,  and  the 
establishment  or  amendment  of  a  wage  and  salary  classification  plan,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Town  personnel  by-law,  as  amended.  The 
Superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  commission  and 
shall  administer  and  direct  its  affairs  as  authorized  or  approved  by  the  com¬ 
mission  and  shall  have  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties 
of  the  commission  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  have  delegated 
to  him  and  not  recalled.  The  commission  and  its  employees  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws,  to  the  extent  that 
said  provisions  are  applicable  For  the  purposes  of  said  chapter,  and  without 
otherwise  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  Town  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  an  “employer”  or  “public  employer”  as  defined  therein,  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  designate  a  representative  to  act  in  its  interest  in 
dealing  with  employees.  The  commission  shall  operate  on  the  same  fiscal  year 
as  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  subject  to  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote,  for  such  purposes  as  the  Town  may  vote,  at  either  an  annual  or  special 
town  meeting,  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  to 
pay  interest  and  maturing  debts;  for  charges,  expenses,  outlays;  for  a  reserve 
fund. 

SECTION  5.  —  The  Commission  shall  assume  all  of  the  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  Sewer  Commission  and  the  Town  of 
Braintree’s  Water  Commission.  It  shall  assume  the  care,  custody  and  con¬ 
trol  of  all  property,  personal  or  real,  which  as  of  that  date  resides  in  the  care, 
custody  and  control  of  the  aforesaid  sewer  and  water  commissions.  All  orders, 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  duly  promulgated  by  the  Town  or  the  aforesaid 
Sewer  and  Water  Commissions  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  to  the 
extent  consistent  with  this  act,  until  superseded,  revised  or  rescinded  by  the 
Commission  and/or  Town  as  applicable.  All  contracts,  including  collective 
bargaining  agreements,  leases,  and  agreements  including  interdepartmental 
agreements,  pertaining  to  the  Sewer  and  Water  works  systems  shall  continue 
in  full  force  and  effect  until  their  expiration  dates.  All  benefits  and  obliga¬ 
tions  thereunder,  and  all  other  rights  and  benefits  pertaining  to  the  sewer 
and  water  works  systems  and  existing  by-law,  including  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  rights,  benefits  and  obligations  not  inconsis¬ 
tent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  pertain  to  the  sewer  and  water 
works  systems  and  which  are  vested  in  the  aforesaid  sewer  and  water  com¬ 
missions  by  general  or  special  law,  shall  be  transferred  to,  assumed  by  and 
imposed  upon  the  commission  by  operation  of  law  including,  without  limita¬ 
tion,  Chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  269  of  the  Acts  of  1886, 
Chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  and  Chapter 
45  of  the  Acts  of  1936. 

SECTION  6.  —  This  Act  shall  be  submitted  to  an  annual  or  special  town 
meeting  for  acceptance,  and  if  accepted  shall  be  effective  upon  the  date  of 
election  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  at  the  annual  town  election  next  after 
its  acceptance.  On  that  effective  date  of  this  act,  employees  in  the  existing 
Braintree  Sewer  and  Water  Departments  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  become  employees  of  the  Commission  subject  to  the  provisions 
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of  this  Act;  and  the  existing  Braintree  Sewer  and  Water  Commissions  and 
departments  shall  be  abolished.  The  terms  of  office  of  such  employees  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  interrupted  by  such  transfer.  The  right,  seniority,  wages, 
salaries,  hours  and  working  conditions  of  such  employees,  including,  but 
only  so  long  as  such  an  employee  holds  the  position  which  is  comparable 
to  the  position  in  which  he  or  she  was  classified  prior  to  transfer,  rights  under 
Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  preserved  in  their  employment  by 
the  Commission,  provided  that  after  such  transfer  such  employees  shall  per¬ 
form  their  duties  subject  to  the  direction,  control  and  supervision  of  the  Com¬ 
mission.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  shall  be  construed  as  a  limitation  on  the 
powers  of  the  Commission,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  other 
applicable  laws  of  the  Town  and  Commonwealth,  to  thereafter  create,  amend 
or  abolish  job  positions  in  furtherance  of  the  aforesaid  intent  of  this  Act 
to  provie  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  an  efficient,  modern  and  finan¬ 
cially  self-sustaining  sewer  and  water  works  system. 

SECTION  7.  —  The  Commission  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  which 
presently  exist  and  reside  in  the  Braintree  Sewer  and  Water  Commissions 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  under  applicable  special 
acts  including,  without  limitation.  Chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter 
269  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  Chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  546  of 
the  Acts  of  1910,  and  Chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  insofar  as  these  do 
not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SECTION  8.  —  Upon  the  effective  date  of  this  Act,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  any  provisions  of  any  special  laws  and  parts  of  special  laws, 
and  all  by-laws  and  parts  of  by-laws  pertaining  to  the  Sewer  and  Water  Works 
System,  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  in¬ 
operative  and  cease  to  be  effective. 

SECTION  9.  —  This  Act  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  and  living  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Town  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect 
the  purposes  hereof. 

SECTION  10.  —  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  severable,  and  if  any  pro¬ 
vision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall  be  construed 
in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  constitutional  requirements.  In  carrying  out 
the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken  which  are 
necessary  to  meet  constitutional  requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are 
required  by  statute.

C.  Any  object  or  vehicle  obstructing  or 
blocking  any  fire  lane  or  private  way,  may  be  removed  or  towed  by  the  town 
under  the  direction  of  a  police  officer  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  and  without 
liability  to  the  Town  of  Braintree.  D.  The  owner  of  record  of  any  building 
affected  by  these  sections  shall  provide  and  install  signs  and  road  markings 
as  provided  in  paragraph  B  of  this  section.  Said  signs  shall  be  no  less  than 
12"  X  18 "  and  shall  read  “Fire  Lane — No  Parking — Tow  Zone’’.  E.  Any  per¬ 
son  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  sections  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  fifteen  and  no/100  ($15.00)  dollars.

Section  73-2.  Definitions.  Smoking:  The  lighting  of,  or  the  having  in  one’s 
possession,  or  any  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe  or  other  tobacco  product. 
Restaurant:  Means  restaurant  with  a  seating  capacity  of  twenty-five  (25)  or 
more  persons.  Non-Smoking  Area:  That  area  of  a  restaurant  designated  and 
posted  by  the  proprietor  or  other  person  in  charge,  where  smoking  by  patrons 
or  employees  shall  be  prohibited.  Smoking  Areas:  All  other  areas  of  a 
restaurant  unless  smoking  is  prohibited  by  sanitation  or  fire  safety  codes  or 
regulations. 

73.3  Provisions:  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  restaurant  except  in  specifically 
designated  smoking  areas.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  in  cases  in  which 
an  entire  room  or  hall  is  used  for  a  private  social  function  and  seating  ar¬ 
rangements  are  under  the  control  of  the  sponsor  of  the  function  and  not  of 
the  proprietor  or  person  in  charge  of  the  restaurant.  Smoking  areas  may  be 
designated  by  proprietors  or  other  persons  in  charge  of  restaurants,  except 
in  places  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by  the  Fire  Marshall  or  by  other 
law  or  regulation.  Smoking  areas  designated  by  proprietors  or  other  persons 
in  charge  of  restaurants  shall  comprise  no  more  than  seventy-five  (75)  per¬ 
cent  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  restaurant.  Where  smoking  areas  are 
designated,  existing  physical  barriers  and  ventilation  systems  shall  be  used 
to  minimize  the  toxic  effect  of  smoke  on  persons  in  adjacent  no-smoking 
areas.  In  the  case  of  restaurants  consisting  of  a  single  room,  the  provisions 
of  this  by-law  shall  be  considered  met  if  one  side  of  the  room  is  reserved 
and  posted  as  a  no-smoking  area,  provided  that  the  no-smoking  area  com¬ 
prises  no  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
restaurant.  The  proprietor  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a  restaurant  shall 
make  reasonable  efforts  to  prevent  smoking  in  the  no-smoking  areas  of  the 
restaurant  by:  (A)  Posting  appropriate  signs;  (B)  Arranging  seating  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  smoke-free  area;  (C)  Asking  smokers  to  refrain  from  smoking  upon 
request  of  a  customer  or  employee  suffering  discomfort  from  the  smoke; 
or  (D)  any  other  means  which  may  be  appropriate.  The  Board  of  Health 
shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  necessary  and  reasonable  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  this  section  of  the  by-law.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  make 
lawful  smoking  in  any  area  in  which  smoking  is,  or  may  hereafter,  be  pro¬ 
hibited  by  law.  Section  73-4.  Severability:  If  any  provision  of  this  by-law 
is  declared  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  other  provisions  shall  not  be  af¬ 
fected  thereby.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  purpose  of  this  annual  report  is  to  provide  to  the  people  of  Braintree 
a  better  understanding  of  the  functions,  challenges  and  delivery  of  public  servi¬ 
ces  as  administered  by  your  chief  elected  town  officials  and  their  staff. 

The  scale  of  municipal  government  continues  to  grow  as  the  economic 
and  commercial  disciplines  within  the  town  continue  to  expand  and  diversify. 
Problems  relating  to  the  delivery  of  public  services  have  become  more  complex 
and  local  government  must  adjust  to  the  issues  which  impact  the  services  pro¬ 
vided.  The  burdens  and  responsibilities  on  the  administration  of  the  town  has 
indicated  a  need  to  reconsider  the  leadership  role  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
proposals  for  a  change  in  the  form  of  government  may  appear  on  the  horizon. 

ELECTIONS  AND  RE  ORGANIZATION 

The  annual  election  of  April  1984  brought  a  change  in  the  membership  of 
the  Board.  Council  on  Aging  Chairman  and  seasoned  town  meeting  member 
Marge  Crispin  led  the  field  of  candidates  in  capturing  one  of  the  two  available 
seats.  Saran  Gillies,  the  town’s  first  woman  selectman,  won  her  bid  for  a  third 
three-year  term  on  the  board,  edging  out  veteran  member  Tony  Mollica,  seeking 
his  fourth  term. 

A  recount  procedure  petitioned  by  Mollica  due  to  a  9  vote  spread  de¬ 
layed  the  re-organization  of  the  board  until  May  7,  at  which  time  Edward  R. 
“Ned”  Wynot  was  named  chairman  and  Saran  Gillies  clerk  of  the  Board. 

TOWN  MEETINGS 

The  special  and  annual  town  meeting  sessions  starting  on  May  7  were  com¬ 
pleted  in  six  sessions,  incidating  the  disposition  of  town  meeting  members  to 
accept  Finance  Committee  recommendations  without  lengthy  debate. 

A  thirty-seven  article  warrant  in  the  “special”  appropriated  $371,000, 
approximately  60%  of  which  originated  from  various  reserves,  surplus  accounts 
and  available  budget  line  items. 

The  most  important  action  resulted  in  a  positive  vote  of  144  to  4  author¬ 
izing  the  filing  of  legislation  to  merge  the  Braintree  Water  &  Sewer  Commissions 
effective  upon  the  election  of  a  5  member  commission  at  the  March  1985  an¬ 
nual  elections. 

In  other  action  the  town  meeting  transferred  the  Animal  Control  Depart¬ 
ment  from  the  Selectmen’s  jurisdiction  to  that  of  the  Police  Department.  A 
number  of  routine  budget  line  item  transfers  allowed  a  variety  of  town  depart¬ 
ments  to  finish  their  fiscal  years  within  available  budget  funding.  The  largest 
transfer  item  authorized  the  police  department  to  take  $52,000  from  available 
salary  accounts  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  animal  control  van  and 
provided  additional  funds  for  the  police  computer  account.  $18,000  was  also 
taken  from  Water  Dept,  receipts  to  resolve  problems  at  the  filtration  plant. 
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The  Annual 


The  annual  town  meeting  appropriations  totalled  $37,188,471,  with 
$30,836,478  to  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  for  fiscal  1985.  One  million  was 
transferred  from  the  surplus  revenue  account  (free  cash)  and  the  balance  from 
various  reserves  for  appropriation  accounts  and  from  the  1985  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  Cherry  Sheet. 

The  chief  money  item,  as  usual,  was  to  provide  for  the  town’s  departmen¬ 
tal  budgets.  Items  in  excess  of  two  million  dollars  make  up  for  70%  of  the 
total  appropriations  as  follows:  Schools  —  $14,939,000;  Police  —  $2,593,000; 
Fire  -  $2,085,000;  Contributory  and  non-contributory  retirement  - 
$2,372,000;  and  maturing  debt  service  and  interest  -  $3,862,000. 

In  other  action,  a  5  member  study  committee  was  established  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Moderator  to  consider  the  feasibility  and  costs  of  lighting  the 
playing  fields  at  the  Braintree  High  School  and  to  report  back  to  the  next  annual 
or  special  town  meeting. 

Recognizing  the  enormity  of  the  town’s  unfunded  pension  liability,  the 
town  meeting  raised  $250,00  towards  the  funding  of  the  Contributory  Retire¬ 
ment  System  and  provided  $11 ,500  for  an  actuarial  study  of  this  item. 

The  town  meeting  established  a  by-law  prohibiting  the  blocking  of  fire 
lanes  in  shopping  centers,  multiple  family  buildings,  stores,  schools,  and  places 
of  public  assembly;  also,  a  by-law  regulating  smoking  in  restaurants  with  seat¬ 
ing  capacities  of  twenty-five  or  more  persons. 

$24,887  was  appropriated  to  demolish  all  or  part  of  Hollingsworth  Sta¬ 
dium  and  funds  were  provided  to  expand  the  town’s  data  processing  system  and 
for  needed  roof  repairs  at  Town  Hall. 

Town  meeting  voted  in  favor  of  changing  the  zoning  of  12  acres  of  land 
off  Liberty  Street  from  Residence  A  and  B  to  Cluster  I  district  but  failed  to 
change  16  acres  of  land  on  Oregon  Avenue  from  Residence  B  to  Cluster  I.  Also 
voted  down  was  a  motion  to  rezone  41  acres  on  Pond  Street  from  Residence  B 
and  Business  District  to  Cluster  I  district. 

Town  meeting  members  also  postponed  action  to  re-zone  parcels  at  the 
Twin  Drive-In  Theatre,  Brooks  Drive,  Forbes  Road,  Grove  Street,  Granite 
Street,  Lincoln  School  at  Central  Junior  High  School. 

Responding  favorably  to  a  petition  from  residents  of  Coolidge  Avenue, 
town  meeting  raised  $80,000  to  correct  critical  drainage  and  flooding  problems 
at  this  location. 

A  resolution  was  passed  indicating  the  consensus  of  town  meeting  that  the 
Norfolk  County  Commissioners  should  not  locate  a  jail  at  the  site  of  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital. 
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A  total  of  $60,000  was  authorized  for  the  Sewer  Commission  to  use  sewer 
receipts  to  fund  the  design  of  a  sewerage  treatment  system  to  abate  the  overflow 
of  raw  sewage  at  East  Braintree  into  the  Monatiquot  River.  The  Planning  Board 
was  also  given  $15,000  to  update  the  town’s  master  plan. 

The  Fire  Department  was  awarded  $46,000  for  the  refurbishing  of  the 
department’s  1971  Pirsch  pumping  engine  and  $30,000  was  authorized  for  the 
purpose  of  roof  replacement  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch  Library. 

An  appropriation  of  $762,500  was  added  to  the  Stabilization  Fund  and 
$50,000  provided  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  a  land  acquisition  ac¬ 
count, 

A  motion  to  make  the  Tree  Warden  position  appointive  rather  than 
elective  was  defeated  and  a  number  of  Personnel  actions  were  approved,  includ¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  the  position  of  Planning  Director.  A  seven  member 
committee  was  authorized  to  study  the  desirability  of  electing  rather  than 
appointing  members  of  the  Personnel  Board. 

Review  of  the  November  “Special” 

Selectmen  called  a  special  town  meeting  in  November  and  the  forty-three 
article  warrant  was  disposed  of  in  four  sessions. 

This  meeting  appropriated  $1,427,418,  approximately  21%  of  this  total 
coming  from  the  tax  levy  for  fiscal  1985  and  the  balance  from  various  reserve 
accounts. 

The  first  session  cleared  the  way  for  the  use  of  state  and  local  Chapter  90 
funds  for  the  reconstruction  of  streets  and  sidewalks  and  for  the  beautification 
of  South  Braintree  Square. 

The  amount  of  $165,000  was  taken  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account 
for  the  lighting  of  the  new  High  School  stadium. 

In  accepting  the  provisions  of  Section  8J  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  town  meeting  established  a  new  Commission  for  the  Handicapped 
and  appropriated  $2,500  as  initial  funding. 

Town  meeting  members  again  failed  to  re-zone  land  adjacent  to  Daily’s 
Farm  Store  from  Residence  to  Business  zone,  but  approved  a  number  of  depart¬ 
mental  line  item  transfers;  the  largest  of  which  was  $100,000  as  estimated  costs 
of  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

In  collective  bargaining  actions  recommended  by  the  Personnel  Board,  the 
meeting  approved  the  Fire  Department  contract.  Utility  Workers  contract.  Unit 
B  contract  for  the  Braintree  Hospital,  Library  and  Public  Employees  union  and 
provided  for  amendments  to  the  Management  Salary  plan  and  for  salary  in¬ 
creases  for  elected  officials. 
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$80,000  was  transferred  from  surplus  revenue  to  complete  a  drainage 
project  at  the  rear  of  St.  Thomas  More  Church. 

After  a  lengthy  debate,  town  meeting  turned  down  Section  108L,  Chapter 
41 ,  which  would  have  authorized  educational  benefits  for  members  of  the  Police 
Department. 

Positive  action,  however,  was  taken  in  accepting  Chapter  288  of  the  Acts 
of  1984  known  as  the  Braintree  Water  and  Sewer  Re-organization  Act  of  1984. 
This  legislation  was  filed  on  authority  of  the  town  meeting  of  May  1984. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Daughraty  Gym  was  transferred  from  the  Select¬ 
men  to  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
Commission. 

After  six  hours  of  discussion  the  town  meeting  authorized  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  negotiate  with  the  SEMASS  organization  and  with  the  Norfolk 
V/aste  Energy  group,  in  that  order,  for  the  sale  and  lease  of  the  Incinerator.  The 
meeting  further  authorized  the  Selectmen,  with  the  advice  of  the  Incinerator 
Advisory  Committee,  to  enter  into  lease  agreements  for  all  or  a  portion  of  land 
known  as  the  sanitary  landfill,  with  the  conditions  that  both  the  sale  and  lease 
agreements  be  returned  to  a  future  town  meeting  for  approval.

With  deep  sorrow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  record  in  this  report 
the  passing  of  a  number  of  former  town  officials  who  have  served  our  commu¬ 
nity  with  utmost  loyalty.  Long  time  Superintendent  of  the  Sewer  Department 
Joseph  “Pepe”  Aiello  passed  away  in  February  following  a  long  and  courageous 
bout  with  cancer.  Pepe’s  friendly  and  outgoing  personality  is  sadly  missed  in  the 
offices  and  corridors  of  Town  Hall.  Bill  Brooks  passed  on  in  October  at  the  age 
of  91.  Bill  was  the  moving  force  in  the  historic  work  of  the  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  the  South  Shore  Plaza,  as 
weU  as  many  other  business  enterprises  during  the  economic  growth  of  Brain¬ 
tree.

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Conclusion 


A  review  of  Selectmen’s  actions  during  calendar  1984  will  provide  the 
reader  with  a  more  concise  definition  of  the  issues  surrounding  this  chief  ad¬ 
ministrative  body  and  the  efforts  of  this  board  to  improve  its  capacity  to  manage 
community  affairs. 

As  the  year  1985  progresses,  specific  initiatives  will  be  undertaken  by  this 
executive  branch  to  select  and  to  prioritize  programs  for  continual  improve¬ 
ments. 

The  challenges  of  ’85  are  many  and  diverse.  As  the  Board  moves  forward 
with  negotiations  with  SEMASS,  the  future  of  the  incinerator  and  the  town’s 
waste  disposal  program  remain  uncertain. 

A  cooperative  atmosphere  having  been  developed  between  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  key  administrative  officials  concerned  with  the  town’s  financial 
structure,  certified  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  town  property  is  anticipated  by 
early  1986. 

Issues  such  as  the  pedestrian  access  to  the  Quincy  Adams  Station,  the  Five 
Corners  reconstruction  program,  contract  negotiations  with  the  AFSCME  Union 
and  with  the  Superior  Officers  Police  Union,  the  reconstruction  of  Pond  Street, 
Liberty  Street  Bridge  and  South  Braintree  Square,  the  implementation  of  the 
town’s  new  Master  Plan,  the  completion  of  the  Cable  TV  network,  stricter  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  town’s  by-laws,  resolution  of  flooding  and  drainage  problems, 
cooperative  efforts  to  implement  the  new  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  im¬ 
proved  utilization  of  Town  Hall  space  availability  are  just  a  few  of  the  problems 
to  be  considered  in  the  coming  year.  Even  more  important  will  be  a  study  and 
action  to  streamline  and  improve  our  form  of  government. 

To  the  people  of  Braintree,  we  pledge  our  best  efforts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  activity  occurring  during  1984  was  like  a  good  Caesar  salad,  with  so 
many  ingredients  and  mixed  so  well  that  none  could  be  tasted  as  distinct. 

Our  crime  figures  are  somewhat  stabilized  and  do  not  show  too  many  ex¬ 
tremes.  Some  of  those  that  exist  are  easily  recognizable,  while  others  are  not, 
dormant  creatures,  lying  in  the  background.  One  of  the  most  obvious  increases 
in  crime  is  arson.  Arson  is  a  hard  crime  with  which  to  deal  and  is  often  difficult 
to  detect,  let  alone  arrest,  indict,  or  convict  a  suspect,  as  you  will  learn  before 
you  conclude  this  report. 

While  I  don’t  visually  recognize  anything  as  startling  to  the  reader,  I  per¬ 
ceive  some  problematic  areas.  While  there  is  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  is¬ 
suance  of  tickets  for  parking  violations,  I  do  not  see  an  acceptable  issuance  of 
six-way  citations  for  moving  violations.  That  is  where  the  action  is!  Although 
one  may  feel  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase,  I  see  it  as  at  least  100% 
short  of  the  mark  that  it  should  be,  considering  that  almost  one-fourth  of  those 
listed  were  issued  by  just  two  police  officers  in  an  eighty -man  force.  Should  an 
acceptable  figure  have  been  reached,  all  of  our  statistics  would  have  changed 
dramatically.  It  is  the  “stops”  for  motor  vehicle  violations  that  generate  acti¬ 
vity  in  all  other  areas  —  the  detection  of  other  crimes  and  criminals;  the 
locating  of  contraband;  the  stop  of  the  individual  who  is  either  going  to  or 
coming  from  the  commission  of  a  crime;  the  seizure  of  paraphernalia  connected 
with  crimes  —  weapons,  burglarious  tools,  narcotics  of  all  kinds  —  alcoholic 
beverages,  marijuana,  herion,  cocaine,  etc.,  etc.;  the  apprehension  of  drunken 
drivers  (killers  on  the  highways);  not  the  least  of  importance  is  an  officer’s 
familiarizing  himself  with  the  various  persons  who  traverse  this  community  using 
motor  vehicles  as  a  means  of  transportation. 

There  are  more  vehicles  on  the  roadways  in  Braintree  and  this  is  confirmed 
by  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  registered  vehicles 
in  Town.  Traffic  remains  our  Number  1  problem.  The  proactiveness  of  a  police 
officer,  through  legitimate  motor  vehicle  stops,  can  be  the  greatest  deterrent, 
repressant,  and  suppressant  of  crime  and  accidents.  This  is  where  the  proactive 
police  officer  “lays  it  on  the  line,”  because  in  doing  this  service  for  community 
he  is  exposing  himself  to  one  of  the  most  dangerous  aspects  (second  only  to 
domestic  disturbances)  of  law  enforcement.  This  is  the  so-called  “routine 
traffic  stop.”  I  say  “so-called”  because  none  are  routine  and  all  have  the  poten¬ 
tial  for  violence  and  the  ultimate  sacrifice.  However,  this  is  what  it  is  all  about; 
this  is  what  we  must  do  more  of;  this  is  what  will  keep  Braintree  the  town  that 
it  is  —  now  and  in  the  future. 

As  witnessed  in  the  pages  to  follow,  we  have  undergone  the  loss  of  many 
police  officers  through  retirement,  death,  etc.  This  has  given  a  more  youthful 
complexion  to  this  department.  With  youth  —  new  men,  new  training,  new 
ideas  —  I  would  expect  more  proactive  police  work.  They  have  the  tools  with 
which  to  work,  but  only  time  will  tell  if  they  have  what  it  takes  to  use  them. 
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Contractually,  we  are  still  in  a  dilemma  when  it  comes  to  negotiating  a 
contract  with  the  patrolmen’s  union,  but  I  feel  that  a  contract  is  within  our 
grasp.  Clarification  on  this  subject  is  contained  within  this  report. 

This  was  a  year  (as  will  be  the  next)  where  opponents  and  proponents  will 
lock  in  bitter  struggle  over  expansion  of  the  business  and  industrial  community. 
Both  sides  avow  their  justifications,  with  traffic  being  one  of,  if  not  the  major, 
considerations.  On  one  hand  we  do  not  want  to  stifle  business  and  industrial 
growth.  On  the  other  hand,  that  illusive  word  ‘saturation’  is  more  fact  than 
theory,  as  our  few  main  arteries  and  overburdened  signals  attest.  I  have  said  it 
before  and  I  will  say  it  again:  I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  substantial  change  in 
the  making  to  alleviate  or  minimize,  to  an  acceptable  degree,  our  major  problem 
of  traffic. 

The  media  is  still  doing  a  fine  job  in  contributing  to  the  delinquency  of 
minors.  Their  macho  and  seductive  ads,  not  to  mention  their  song  lyrics  and 
promotion  of  unisex,  epitomize,  in  some  young  minds,  what  is  success,  what  is 
happiness,  what  is  glamorous,  what  is  power  —  drugs  (including  alcohol), 
tobacco  (including  cigarettes),  money,  no  matter  how  you  came  by  it  or  at 
whose  expense,  and  an  overemphasis  on  sex  that  promotes  sex  or  lack  of  sexual 
identity.  In  some  forms,  they  display  violence  as  an  everyday  occurrence  that 
leaves  you  unmarred  and  unscarred;  or,  in  news  reports,  they  provide  graphic 
details  of  true  violence  to  a  point  of  intensity  that  is  wholly  unnecessary.  One 
might  ask:  How  do  you  know?  I  see  the  results  of  it.  A1  of  this,  however,  does 
not  negate  the  legitimate  dissemination  of  news,  information,  and  entertain¬ 
ment  supplied  by  the  media  each  and  every  day  of  our  lives. 

I  cannot  overlook  the  changes  in  the  political  scene  and  the  changes  still 
to  come.  They  will  have  a  bearing  on  everything  contained  in  this  report.  I 
have  often  thought  that  the  responsibility  of  administering  the  affairs  of  this 
community  should  rest  with  one  person  —  be  it  a  mayor,  town  manager,  or  by 
whatever  name  known.  Naturally,  there  would  have  to  be  an  appropriate  staff 
to  counsel  and  promote  the  checks  and  balances  necessary  for  that  individual  to 
be  accountable  to  the  townspeople,  as  no  one  can  be  autonomous. 

Governing  the  town  of  Braintree,  as  it  is  now,  has  many  positive  aspects, 
as  well  as  negative  ones.  It  would  seem  that  our  problem  lies  with  the  quality 
of  representation  in  government.  While  there  is  plenty  of  quality  around,  it 
would  seem  that,  for  the  most  part,  we  are  unable  at  any  given  point  in  time  to 
have  quality  representation  in  the  numbers  that  are  needed.  If  quality  were  to 
prevail  in  acceptable  numbers,  I  would  be  satisfied  with  the  status  quo.  The 
importance  of  what  I  stress  here  is  your  vote;  and,  in  many  cases,  that  you  at 
least  vote.  Do  your  utmost  to  vote  knowledgeably;  and,  if  you  don’t  know, 
find  out!

Other  happenings  of  significance  included,  but  were  not  limited  to: 

1.  On  January  5  we  submitted  our  Fiscal  85  budget  that  was  within  the  tar¬ 
get  guidelines.  We  were  most  pleased  that,  intact,  it  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee  and  Town  Meeting. 

2.  On  January  1  we  effectuated  new  procedures  for  the  prepayment  of 
Outside  Details.  It  has  worked  well  and  prevented  delay  in  police  officers’ 
being  paid  for  performing  such  duties. 

3.  On  October  18  Policies  and  Procedures  on  the  care  and  custody  of  de¬ 
tained  persons  went  into  effect.  In  1983  the  legislative  committee  on  the 
prevention  of  jail  suicides  visited  our  facility.  Just  prior  to  the  end  of 
calendar  year  1984  both  houses  passed  legislation  that  was  patterned  after 
what  they  viewed  at  our  Headquarters;  i.e.,  requirement  for  plastic  (lexan) 
panels  to  be  installed  over  bars  or  in  place  of  bars,  audio  monitoring  of  all 
detention  rooms,  periodic  checks  of  all  detained  persons  and  recording 
thereof,  etc. 
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4.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  it  was  decided  that  the  function  of 
animal  control  was  to  be  administered  by  the  Police  Chief.  With  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  that  proposal,  we  drafted  initial  procedures  for  performing  that 
duty  and  welcomed  Animal  Control  Officer  Michael  Cahill  and  Assistant 
Animal  Control  Officer  Lauren  Smith  as  members  of  this  department.  The 
assistance  of  the  Animal  Control  Advisory  Committee  proved  invaluable  in 
accomplishing  this  goal  and  in  helping  us  in  our  quest  for  funding  of  a  new 
Animal  Control  Van  and  Crematorium. 

5.  On  the  morning  of  August  7,  at  1:15  a.m.,  the  cruiser  assigned  to  me  was 
firebombed  in  my  driveway.  Investigation  revealed  that  the  intent  was  to 
simultaneously  destroy  my  dwelling  at  6  Porter  Avenue.  If  it  had  reached 
the  full  conclusion  intended,  it  would  have  jeopardized  six  lives,  if  not 
taken  them.  (This  is  not  to  say  that  their  lives  were  not  jeopardized  by 
the  total  destruction  of  the  car  by  fire  and  slight  damage  to  the  house’s 
exterior  and  landscaping.)  It  was  a  heinous  and  vicious  act  and  could  be 
characterized  as  an  act  of  terrorism.  While  it  would  be  not  less  an  act 
described  as  vicious  and  heinous  regardless  of  the  victim(s),  there  is  a  dis¬ 
tinct  difference.  It  was  a  symbolic  act  against  authority,  directed  at  the 
head  law  enforcement  officer  of  this  community.  If  the  individual  could 
walk  down  a  well-lighted,  dead-end  street,  carrying  a  five  gallon  gasoline 
container  to  the  home  of  the  Police  Chief,  what  is  he  capable  of  doing  to 
you?  This  is  the  frightening  aspect.  As  you  have  just  read,  our  arson 
statistics  are  on  the  increase;  but,  hopefully,  the  solvability  factor  will 
rise  and  the  occurrence  will  fall. 

6.  Contract  negotiations  with  the  Superior  Officers  Union  got  underway  on 
June  6th;  but,  after  several  sessions  they  were  mutually  suspended  pend¬ 
ing  the  outcome  of  the  Patrolmen’s  negotiations. 

7.  After  22  months  of  negotiating  we  still  do  not  have  a  contract  with  the 
Patrolmen’s  Union.  This  has  been  very  unsettling  and  a  stressful  period  of 
time.  Both  sides  have  negotiated  aggressively,  sometimes  bitterly,  stub¬ 
bornly,  and,  yes,  even  amicably.  We  have  had  the  introduction  of  the 
Joint  Labor  Management  Committee,  a  special  mediator,  and  even  found 
ourselves  at  the  doorstep  of  the  Labor  Relations  Commission  to  settle  a 
sick-out  and  ticket  blitz.  The  evidence  put  before  the  Commission  led  to 
the  decision  that  the  union  was,  in  fact,  conducting  an  illegal  strike.  They 
issued  an  order  to  cease  and  desist,  with  the  effectiveness  continuing  in¬ 
definitely,  and  with  the  Commission’s  retaining  jurisdiction  over  the  mat¬ 
ter  with  constant  monitoring.  There  were  allegations  of  threats,  intimida¬ 
tion,  strong-arming,  and,  above  all,  politicking. 

One  of  the  key  factors  holding  up  the  contract  was  the  introduction  of 
new  physical  fitness  language  by  management.  It  has  been  my  desire  to 
have  all  police  officers  submit  to  annual  physical  examinations,  paid  for 
by  the  town.  That  would  be  the  first  step  in  an  escalated  physical  fitness 
program.  The  union  was  offered  this  proposal  in  language  that  ranged  from 
strong  to  near-dissolution  and  impotency.  It  even  led  to  the  union  propo¬ 
sal  of  grandfathering  physicals  for  new  recruits.  All  failed.  Even  the  offer

by  the  bargaining  unit  of  the  police  union  failed  by  one  vote.  For  lack  of 
a  better  word,  without  the  contract  a  war  was  waged  for  the  so-called 
Quinn  Bill  (career  incentive  pay).  It  was  defeated  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  Town  Meeting  Members,  adding  to  the  strife  and  to  the  ten- 
tion.  Objectivity  seemed  to  wane  and  it  appeared  that  too  many  personali¬ 
ties  became  involved. 

The  slogan  for  the  day  way,  “Don’t  get  mad;  get  even.”  I  would  like  to 
think  that  the  war  is  over.  That  level  heads  will  prevail.  That  objectivity 
will  return,  with  sanity,  and  we  shall  have  a  contract  that  is  equitable  to 
both  management  and  labor  —  the  format  being:  what  are  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  a  police  officer  and  what  should  he  be  paid  for  perform¬ 
ing  those  duties  and  responsibilities,  with  due  consideration  given  to  com¬ 
parisons.  When  I  use  the  word  comparisons  I  mean  with  other  comparable 
cities  and  towns  and  the  consideration  given  to  all  protective  agencies  and 
how  they  balance  on  the  scale  of  economic  justice. 

8.  Through  the  volunteer  service  of  the  Auxiliary  Police,  the  town  was  sup¬ 
ported  with  10,231  manhours:  3,165  meeting/training  hours:  2,680  cov¬ 
erage  for  regulars  attending  in-service  training,  parades.  Fourth  of  July, 
etc.;  1,678  for  church  crossings;  and  2,708  for  the  M— 8  school  surveil¬ 
lance  patrol. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  various  Boards,  Committees, 
and  Departments,  as  well  as  all  of  those  who  are  employed  by  and  provide  sup¬ 
port  services  for  this  department  for  their  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Braintree  Fire  Department  responded  to  3,916  Fire  Incidents  in 
1984.  This  is  an  increase  of  10.06%  over  Fire  Incidents  of  1983.  The  increase 
in  1984  exemplifies  the  escalating  demands  on  this  Department. 

The  Fire  Department  experienced  three  major  fires  in  1984  involving 
hazardous  and  toxic  materials  resulting  in  loss  of  equipment  and  injured  per¬ 
sonnel.  These  fires  and  other  related  incidents  prove  that  Braintree  has  become 
a  highly  urban  industrial  community.  Braintree,  located  within  the  perimeter 
of  major  Interstate  and  State  Highways,  has  some  very  unique  fire  protection 
problems  that  have  to  be  addressed  for  the  quality  of  life  and  services  that  our 
citizens  expect  and  deserve. 

FIRE  LOSSES  for  the  year  totaled  $1,488,940.00  in  properties  with  an 
assessed  valuation  of  $18,285,700.00.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted  herewith  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Utilities  in  Chapter  164  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
is  the  92nd  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1984. 

Energy  sales  during  1984  increased  by  5%.  (See  Figure  1)

Department  revenues  generated  $300,670,  received  in  the  form  of  interest 
from  the  Town  Treasurer’s  short-term  investment  of  our  funds.  By  law  this  in¬ 
terest  must  revert  to  the  Town’s  general  fund. 

The  Potter  II  combined-cycle  gas  turbine  plant  operated  well  during  1984, 
generating  over  39,000,000  KWH’s,  or  approximately  13%  of  the  Department’s 
operating  requirements.  42%  of  the  remainder  needed  came  from  several  large 
fossil  New  England  plants.  Energy  received  from  nuclear  facilities  displaced 
approximately  8,000,000  gallons  of  oil. 

2,107  KVA  of  new  transformation  was  connected  to  the  system  to  meet 
1984  growth  requirements.  In  addition,  the  new  40,000  KVA  transformer 
ordered  last  year  for  the  Middle  Street  Substation  is  now  in  operation  providing 
maximum  reliability  for  the  town’s  distribution  system. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  computer  terminals  serviced  by  the  De¬ 
partment’s  centralized  data  processing  facility  grew  from  twelve  to  forty-four. 
Twenty-two  of  these  were  installed  at  four  locations  in  the  school  system  for 
class  scheduling,  student  records,  business  administration  and  hands-on  pro¬ 
gramming  classes  for  high  school  and  continuing  education  students. 

At  the  town  hall  four  terminals  are  now  in  place  to  facilitate  tax  collec¬ 
tions  and  two  more  were  added  to  town  accounting,  in  addition  to  a  stand-alone 
microcomputer. 

The  implementation  of  this  large  number  of  remote  terminals  was  made 
possible  by  the  use  of  advanced  communications  technology  which  allows  mul¬ 
tiple  stations  to  be  serviced  by  one  communication  link. 

Internally  the  Department  augmented  its  own  information  processing  by 
adding  terminals  and  microcomputers  for  engineering,  accounting,  administra¬ 
tion  and  customer  service  applications.  Assistance  in  implementing  the  new 
stand-alone  microcomputer  technology  was  provided  to  other  departments 
where  use  of  the  centralized  computer  system  was  inappropriate.  A  commit¬ 
ment  was  made  by  us  to  provide  an  increased  level  of  programming  and  opera¬ 
tional  support  for  town-wide  data  processing  requirements. 

This  expansion  of  computer  capabilities  has  allowed  the  town  to  cancel 
some  costly  outside  services  and  eliminated  the  need  for  establishing  new  com¬ 
puter  facilities  in  the  schools  or  town  hall  and  has  resulted  in  increased  levels  of 
service  in  all  participating  departments  at  substantial  savings  to  the  town. 
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FIGURE- 


Plans  for  the  current  year  include  extending  computer  services  to  more 
departments  while  continuing  to  refine  existing  operations.  When  the  impending 
sewer  and  water  billing  system  has  been  completed  it  is  projected  that  the  annual 
town-wide  savings  will  exceed  six  figures. 

No  annual  electric  utility  report  would  be  complete  without  some 
thoughts  concerning  the  future  of  nuclear  power.  The  views  expressed  by 
Leonard  Koch,  recently  retired  power  company  VIP  and  nuclear  power  engineer, 
vividly  describe  this  critical  problem  which  concerns  our  future: 

Restoration  of  a  viable  nuclear  power  industry  in  the  United  States  will 
require  constructive  political  action.  The  technology  exists  and  the  in¬ 
dustrial  infrastructure  can  still  be  salvaged,  but  this  may  not  be  true  much 
longer.  The  required  political  action  must  begin  at  the  top.  Although  the 
Executive  branch  of  our  government  makes,  interprets  and  implements  the 
rules,  the  Legislative  branch  sets  the  foundation  and  the  tone  of  the  total 
enterprise.  The  United  States  will  have  nuclear  power  when  the  Congress 
wants  nuclear  power  and  makes  that  desire  clear  by  its  actions.  The  Con¬ 
gress  will  have  to  be  convincing  for  the  long  term  as  well  as  the  short  term. 
The  nuclear  power  industry  cannot  much  longer  survive  a  negative  environ¬ 
ment  or  an  uncertain  environment. 

Our  country  as  we  now  know  it  will  not  survive  without  adequate  supplies 
of  economic,  reliable  energy.  Nuclear  power  can  contribute  a  significant 
share  of  that  energy,  but  only  if  we  provide  the  proper  environment  to 
make  it  happen.  It  is  happening  in  other  countries;  countries  with  which 
the  United  States  competes  in  the  international  marketplace  and  which 
have  already  demonstrated  very  vividly  that  they  need  no  additional  ad¬ 
vantages  to  compete  effectively. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  for 
their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  providing  the  guidance  so  necessary  for 
the  Department’s  operation. 

To  the  Light  Department  employees  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  the 
operation  of  the  Department,  I  express  my  sincere  thanks.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 
December  31,  1984  and  1983 


(1)  Depreciation:  The  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  Chapter  164  require  utility  plant  in  service  to  be  depreciated  using  a 
3%  rate.  In  order  to  change  this  rate,  approval  has  to  be  received  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities.  Rates  utilized  in  depreciating  utility  plant 
in  service  are  based  on  financial  factors  relating  to  cash  flow  for  plant  ex¬ 
pansion  rather  than  engineering  factors  relating  to  estimates  of  useful  life. 


(2)  The  Department,  for  financial  statement  purposes,  includes  the  repayment 
of  bond  principal  as  an  operating  expense.  This  presentation  has  the  effect 
of  reducing  the  net  earnings  for  1984  and  1983  by  $1,275,000  respec¬ 
tively.

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submit¬ 
ted  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1984. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 


Ivory  Street  Project 

The  Ivory  Street  project  was  completed  during  the  summer.  It  provided  a 
valuable  alternate  route  for  north— south  traffic  when  Washington  Street  was 
closed  in  the  vicinity  of  Pond  Street. 

Hayward  and  Shaw  Streets 

On  January  30  bids  were  opened  for  the  installation  of  traffic  signals  at 
this  intersection.  Capone  Bros,  of  Roslindale  submitted  the  lowest  of  seven 
bids,  $81,048.50.  Construction  started  in  June  and  on  October  1  the  traffic 
signals  were  placed  in  operation. 

Pond  Street  Project 

Bids  for  the  second  phase  of  the  widening  of  Pond  Street  were  opened  on 
July  3.  Mario  Susi  and  Son,  Inc.,  of  Dorchester  was  the  lowest  of  seven  bidders 
at  $889,139.30.  Construction  began  on  October  15  and  the  next  day  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  was  closed  to  traffic  between  Pond  Street  and  Jefferson  Street.  It  was 
reopened  on  November  28.  The  reconstruction  of  Washington  Street  has  been 
substantially  completed  and  the  widening  of  Pond  Street,  including  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  traffic  signals,  will  take  place  during  1985.  The  project  is  being  funded 
through  the  Urban  Systems  Program  with  Federal  and  State  money. 

Liberty  Street  Bridge  Project 

Bids  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Liberty  Street  bridge  were  opened  on 
November  20.  The  firm  of  Baker  and  Co.  was  the  lowest  of  seven  bidders  at 
$1 ,658,414.28.  The  new  bridge  should  be  much  safer  than  the  narrow  structure 
that  is  now  in  use.  It  will  be  approximately  twice  as  wide  and  the  sight  distances 
on  the  approaches  will  be  vastly  improved.  A  retaining  wall  will  close  off  access 
from  the  rear  of  the  adjacent  shopping  center.  Work  is  expected  to  start  in  the 
spring  of  1985. 

Pond  Meadow  Park  Bike  Path 

After  several  frustrating  years,  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  bike  path 
at  Pond  Meadow  Park  were  opened  on  March  14.  George  R.  Cairns  and  Sons  of 
Methuen  submitted  the  lowest  of  eight  bids  in  the  amount  of  $121,890.  Con¬ 
struction  began  in  May  and  was  completed  October  14.  The  project  was  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  towns  of  Braintree  and  Weymouth,  and  the  Massachusetts 
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Department  of  Public  Works  provided  reimbursement  for  a  maximum  of  75%  of 
the  overall  cost  of  the  project  ($116,511).  Design  and  construction  inspection 
was  handled  by  Joseph  D’Ambrosio  of  the  Braintree  Engineering  Department. 

PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 


Master  Drainage  Program 

Funds  were  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  plans  for  a  new 
drainage  system  on  Coolidge  Avenue  and  Cleveland  Avenue  were  prepared.  The 
project  is  expected  to  be  advertised  for  bids  in  the  spring  of  1985. 

Town  Meeting  also  appropriated  money  for  the  construction  of  a  storm 
drain  at  the  rear  of  St.  Thomas  More  Church.  The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to 
enclose  the  open  channel  through  the  installation  of  a  concrete  pipe. 

Weymouth  Landing  Project 

The  design  of  this  project  continues  to  be  delayed  by  the  issue  of  pedes¬ 
trian  signals  at  the  Brookside  Road  intersection.  The  estimated  advertising  date 
is  at  least  a  year  away. 

Five  Corners  Project 

The  consulting  firm  of  Storch  Engineering  continues  to  work  on  the  plans 
for  the  signalization  of  the  Five  Corners  intersection.  On  December  18  a  public 
hearing  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  estimated  date  for  the  start  of  con¬ 
struction  is  March  1986. 

Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Streets 

The  preliminary  design  for  this  project  was  delayed  by  the  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  survey  data.  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $4,500  for  that  purpose.  The 
surveying  was  begun  in  December.  The  traffic  study  and  redesign  of  the  inter¬ 
section  should  proceed  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year.  There  is  no  estimated 
construction  date. 

Plain  Street  Bridge  Project 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Plain  Street  railroad 
bridge  adjacent  to  Grove  Street.  The  25%  plans  were  completed  in  November. 
There  is  no  estimated  construction  date  at  this  time. 

Town  Brook  Project 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Town  Brook  project  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  It  will  include  reconstruction  of  the  spillway  at  Braintree  Dam,  as  well 
as  replacement  of  all  culverts  between  the  Dam  and  Route  3.  The  project  will 
be  advertised  for  bids  as  soon  as  funding  is  approved  by  the  Legislature. 
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OTHER  ACTIVITIES 


In  addition  to  the  projects  listed  above,  the  Department  also  provided 
engineering  services  for  the  following: 

1.  A  complete  survey  of  all  Water  Department  property  in  the  vicinity  of 
Richardi  Reservoir,  including  the  drafting  of  property  maps. 

2.  The  redrafting  of  all  the  Water  Department  key  plans  which  show  the 
location  of  every  water  line  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

3.  The  preparation  of  specifications  and  bidding  documents  for  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  crematory  facility. 

4.  Structural  engineering  advice  was  provided  to  the  Building  Inspector  and 
the  Park  Department  relative  to  the  strength  of  the  existing  concrete 
grandstand  at  Hollis  Field. 

5.  Assistance  to  the  Highway  Department  during  the  reconstruction  of  the 
intersection  of  Lakeside  Road,  Howie  Road  and  Walnut  Street. 

6.  Preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  drainage  improvements  on 
Kensington  Street. 

7.  Preparation  of  plans  and  the  negotiation  of  property  takings  for  the  safety 
project  at  the  corner  of  Middle  Street  and  B.V.  French  Street. 

8.  Provided  detailed  calculations  for  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  relative 
to  the  economic  evaluation  of  certain  capital  expenditures. 

9.  Provided  salary  calculations  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning  com¬ 
plex  workers’  compensation  settlements. 

10.  Engineering  services  for  improvements  at  the  Plain  Street  cemetery. 

1 1 .  Ken  Hulke  furnished  all  the  plans  and  graphs  for  the  Finance  Committee 
handbook  and  for  several  other  departments  as  well. 

The  Department  took  in  $3,563.00  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


SNOW  REMOVAL: 

Seven  snow  storms  in  1984  warranted  the  Highway  Department  to  plow 
and  sand  all  streets,  school  parking  lots  and  play  areas,  town  parking  lots,  and 
designated  sidewalks.  Ninety  sand  barrels  were  placed  and  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  town. 


Salt  used:  1,056  tons 
Sand  used:  4,295  tons 

PATCHING  &  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS: 

Streets  were  patched  throughout  the  town  and  sidewalk  repairs  were  made 
in  several  areas.  Seventy  tons  of  cold  mix  was  used  during  the  winter  months 
to  repair  pot  holes. 

MAINTENANCE: 

Routine  maintenance  includes:  sweeping  streets  and  sidewalks;  cleaning 
catch  basins,  brooks  and  drains;  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  installed  by  the 
town;  and  clearing  brush  from  road  sides,  sidewalks  and  town  lots. 

STREET  PAINTING: 

Center  and  stop  lines  were  repainted  throughout  the  town.  Cross  walks 
were  repainted  at  all  schools  and  business  areas. 

TRAFFIC  &  STREET  SIGNS: 

Street  signs  and  posts  were  replaced  when  necessary.  Numerous  stop 
signs,  no  parking,  keep  right,  handicapped  child  signs,  etc.,  were  erected  and 
replaced. 

STREETS  RESURFACED: 

The  following  streets  were  scheduled  to  be  resurfaced:  Elliott  Street 
(from  No.  67  to  Weymouth  line),  Elmwood  Park  and  Brookside  Road. 

DRAINS: 

Installed  200’  of  pipe  and  new  catch  basin  to  relieve  problem  at  Jefferson 
Street.  Installed  400’  of  pipe  and  manhole  at  Hancock  and  Plain  Streets  by 
railroad  tracks  to  relieve  a  flooding  area.  Installed  60’  of  pipe  and  catch  basin  on 
easement  between  Stonewood  Lane  and  Birchcroft  Road.  Installed  25’  of  pipe 
and  catch  basin  to  improve  drainage  on  Sampson  Avenue.  Two  catch  basins  at 
40  Kensington  Street  are  in  the  process  of  being  connected  by  60’  of  PVC  pipe. 
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LEAF  REMOVAL: 


A  new  system  of  picking  up  leaves  was  started  this  year  with  excellent 
results.  Leaves  were  bagged  by  residents  and  completely  removed  before  snow 
plowing  began.  With  help  from  the  Quincy  Court’s  Earn  It  Program,  the  bags 
were  emptied  and  piled  at  the  Braintree  cemetery. 

WALNUT  &  LAKESIDE  INTERSECTION  PROJECT: 

Engineering  Department  plans  were  implemented  to  reconstruct  intersec¬ 
tion  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  traffic  problems.  This  required  installing  780’  of 
granite  curbing,  40’  of  drain  pipe,  two  catch  basins,  one  manhole,  and  resurfac¬ 
ing  parts  of  the  area. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROJECTS: 

High  School  Stadium  —  installed  walkways  and  ramps,  painted  lines  on 
track  and  parking  areas,  and  helped  the  Park  Department  sod  the  football  field. 

Penniman  Drop-In  Center  —  installed  300’  of  berm  and  three  walkways, 
put  down  mulch  and  loam  in  front  of  building. 

Pond  Meadow  Park  —  along  with  other  Town  departments,  constructed  a 
bicycle  path.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  submit  their  Annual 
Report  for  1984.  This  was  a  year  of  continued  growth  and  improvement  for  the 
Braintree  Water  Department. 

An  extensive  Water  Conservation  Education  Program  was  introduced  to 
the  Braintree  public  school  system.  A  Residential  Conservation  Kit  was  mailed 
to  all  Braintree  residents  which  included  a  four-page  pamphlet,  a  conservation 
reminder  sticker  and  water  flow  restrictors. 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  purchased  a  Water  Distiller  which  now 
supplies  sodium  free  water  to  Braintree  residents  who  show  a  need  for  sodium 
free  water. 

Approximately  4000  feet  of  10— inch  ductile  from  water  main  and  new 
hydrants  were  installed  on  Jefferson  Street. 

The  painting  of  Lincoln  Heights  Standpipe,  East  Braintree,  and  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Highlands  Elevated  Water  Tank  was  completed  this  year. 

Many  new  hydrants  were  installed  in  areas  lacking  adequate  fire  protec¬ 
tion.  Approximately  250  hydrants  have  been  flushed  this  year.  This  will  be  an 
on-going  project  each  year. 

The  replacement  of  older  meters  and  the  installation  of  outside  reading 
devices  are  proceeding  on  schedule. 

The  West  Street  spillway.  Lower  Reservoir,  has  been  repaired.  Steel  plates 
and  concrete  now  replace  a  wooden  structure. 

New  antenna  and  cable  transmission  line  for  the  radio  transmission  system 
has  been  upgraded  to  produce  and  improve  tones  with  little  or  no  static. 

Town  Meeting  members  voted  to  merge  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  May  of  1984.  State  Legislation  was  enacted  and 
Governor  Dukakis  signed  the  “Braintree  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization  Act  of 

1984. ”  A  five-man  Board  of  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  will  be  elected  in 

1985.

BUILDING  CONNECTIONS 


There  were  fifty-five  (55)  sewer  connections  completed  during  the  year 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer  Department. 

MAINTENANCE 

There  were  ten  (10)  mainline  stoppages  due  to  grease,  tree  roots  and  other 
foreign  objects. 

The  Department  received  137  calls  for  sewage  stoppages  —  eighteen  (18) 
of  those  were  internal  plumbing  problems.  The  remainder  were  roots,  grease, 
paper  and  other  foreign  matter. 

The  Department  continued  to  proceed  with  our  I/I  program.  During  the 
Spring  of  1984  we  started  our  Sewer  System  Evaluation  Study  but  had  to  stop 
due  to  a  low  ground  water  table.  The  Department  expects  to  finish  this  work 
in  the  Spring  of  1985. 
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The  Department  had  a  Feasibility  Study  performed  to  evaluate  the  sewer¬ 
age  overflowing  in  East  Braintree  area.  At  the  Fall  1984  Town  Meeting,  it  was 
voted  to  proceed  with  the  design  of  a  sewerage  overflow  structure  for  East 
Braintree  for  which  we  are  presently  waiting  plans. 

The  Department  has  begun  a  program  to  update  our  vehicles  and  equip¬ 
ment.  The  Department  is  evaluating  the  necessary  improvements  to  several  of 
our  pumping  stations  with  future  Town  Meeting  action.  The  Department’s 
equipment  replacement  program  began  in  December  1984  with  the  delivery  of  a 
new  compressor  and  a  6”  centrifugal  pump.  Vehicle  replacements  have  been 
purchased  but  have  not  been  delivered  to  date. 

The  Department  was  required  to  make  emergency  repairs  to  an  8”  sewer 
located  near  the  intersection  of  Lakeside  Drive  and  Walnut  Street.  This  emer¬ 
gency  was  the  result  of  the  collapse  of  the  sewer  due  to  damage  from  work 
previously  performed  in  the  area. 

At  the  Spring  Special  Town  Meeting  in  1984,  the  Town  took  the  first  step 
in  merging  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments.  The  Town  requested  the  State 
Legislature  for  an  Enabling  Act  creating  the  new  Water  and  Sewer  Commission. 
The  Enabling  Act  was  passed  and  signed  by  the  Governor  in  November  1984. 
At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November  1984  the  next  step  was  taken  with 
the  acceptance  of  the  Enabling  Act  by  the  Town.  In  March  1985  the  new  Water 
&  Sewer  Commission  was  elected  and  the  merger  plan  went  forward. 

In  closing,  and  with  deep  sadness,  we  wish  to  report  of  the  loss  of  Super¬ 
intendent  Joseph  “Pep”  Aiello  on  February  24,  1984  after  a  long  illness.  Mr. 
Aiello’s  passing  will  be  deeply  felt  by  everyone  who  knew  him  and  worked  with 
him.  The  Commissioners  and  Department  Head  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from  all  Town  Depart¬ 
ments.  Also,  thanks  to  the  loyal  and  efficient  employees  of  the  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

INDUSTRIAL  AND  BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 


In  1984  construction  for  industrial  and  business  use  continued  at  a 
moderate  pace,  centered  mainly  in  the  area  around  Five  Corners.  The  most 
active  developer  was  the  Flatley  Company,  with  over  $2,000,000  in  permits 
issued.  Much  of  the  building  activity  involved  interior  finishing  on  buildings 
already  in  progress,  and  renovation  of  older  buildings.  The  total  value  of  permits 
issued  was  $4,715,110.00.

Braintree  is  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  (MAPC), 
which  is  made  up  of  101  communities  in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area.  The 
MAPC  makes  regional  plans  and  policies  and  provides  technical  assistance  to 
member  communities. 

In  1984  MAPC  membership  assessment  was  17.3  cents  per  capita,  at  a 
cost  to  the  town  of  $6,286.  Services  provided  to  Braintree  included:  Technical 
assistance  in  transportation  planning  by  an  analysis  of  the  traffic  patterns  at  the 
Columbian  /  Grove  Streets  intersection,  and  projections  of  the  impact  of  future 
development  in  that  area.  Review  of  two  development  proposals  with  an  esti¬ 
mated  construction  cost  of  $2,466,400,  and  two  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds 
totaling  $1 ,770,000. 

Braintree  also  benefltted  from  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Pro¬ 
gram  and  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program,  required  to  maintain  eligi¬ 
bility  for  federal  funds  in  these  areas.  Other  services  to  the  town  include  zoning 
reviews  and  comments,  census  data  forecasts  and  analysis,  land  use  maps,  and 
analysis  and  monitoring  of  proposed  legislation.  Workshops  covering  economic 
development,  street  standards  and  local  zoning  issues  were  held  by  MAPC  during 
the  year.  A  public  outreach  program  was  instituted  to  inform  drivers  of  the 
Southeast  Expressway  reconstruction.  Among  recent  publications  of  interest  to 
Braintree  are  the  Massachusetts  Small  Cities  Handbook,  and  the  Community 
Profile  Series. 

MAPC  has  the  capability  to  supply  information  and  technical  expertise 
to  the  town.  Expanding  its  use  of  these  services  could  be  of  great  benefit  to 
Braintree.

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AIR  POLLUTION 

The  Board  jointly  worked  with  OSHA,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Air  Hazards  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  (DEQE).  Investigated  nine  areas  dealing  with  pollution  problems. 

BIOLOGICAL  SUPPLIES 

Daiute’s  Pharmacy,  Inc.,  has  continued  as  the  biological  station,  diagnostic 
supplies  were  dispensed  at  the  Health  Office.  A  total  of  eleven  international 
vaccination  certificates  were  stamped  and  authenticated  by  the  Department. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  CLINIC 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the 
Council  on  Aging,  and  a  total  of  1213  people  were  read  and  checked,  a  total  of 
48  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated  pressures. 

CONTRACTED  SERVICES  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  has  expanded  its  health  services  this 
past  year.  Community  health  education  has  been  the  focal  point  in  presenting 
a  Health  Fair  in  the  Spring  to  all  town  residents.  The  event  offered  many  free 
screening  tests  and  community  health  information  by  a  wide  base  of  social  and 
private  associations  and  organizations  in  attendance.  Students  from  Northeast¬ 
ern  University  School  of  Nursing  have  received  their  community  practice  at  the 
Board  of  Health  Office.  The  staff  worked  closely  with  area  agencies,  such  as: 
American  Red  Cross,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Masons,  Health  Works  and  Emer¬ 
gency  Medical  Disaster  Program  assisting  them  with  their  health  projects. 

The  State  mandated  nursing  services  continue  to  be  rendered;  e.g.,  prema¬ 
turity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  reporting,  mantoux  testing, 
high  risk  material  and  child  health.  Home  visits  for  nursing  assessment,  evening 
clinics  weekly  for  blood  pressure  monitoring,  nutritional  counseling,  medication 
monitoring,  and  diabetic  screening  continue  to  be  offered  for  all  residents  at  all 
age  levels. 

This  year  3446  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  nursing  staff,  (this 
does  not  include  services  performed  in  conjunction  with  other  agencies  or  the 
complete  Flu  Clinic  Program.) 

The  nursing  program,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  per¬ 
formed  services  in  conjunction  with  other  community  agencies  offering  a  dia¬ 
betic  screening  of  256  persons,  intensive  cancer  screening  program  of  44  persons, 
hypertension  screening  of  78  residents  during  a  blood  drive.  Also  offered  to  the 
community  were  free  health  lectures  to  community  elders  and  residents  at  sev¬ 
eral  residential  housing  units. 

EVENING  CLINIC 

It  is  in  its  fourth  year  at  the  Health  Office.  The  clinic  offers  nursing  ser¬ 
vices  to  those  residents  who  are  not  able  to  partake  in  the  day  programs. 
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HEALTH  PROGRAMS  AND  WORKSHOP 

The  nurse  consultant,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  develops  health 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  with  emphasis  on  cost  contain¬ 
ment. 

DIABETES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health  offered  the  fifth  Diabetic  Clinic.  A  total  of  264 
people  were  served  and  a  total  of  24  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians.  The 
Board  has  reaffirmed  their  yearly  commitment  to  this  program. 

FLU  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  Flu  Program  for  all  senior  citizens,  including 
the  residents  of  all  nursing  homes  and  the  chronically  ill  of  the  town.  A  total 
of  1028  people  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics  and  1615  doses  were 
given  to  local  nursing  homes,  health  agencies  and  doctors  for  distribution. 

PNEUMONIA  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  sixth  town-wide  clinic  to  all  citizens  with  chronic 
ailments  or  anyone  over  60  years  of  age.  The  cost  of  $5.00  per  person  was 
charged  for  the  vaccine.  A  total  of  68  persons  were  vaccinated.

The  Department  involvement  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental 
units.

IN  SERVICE  EDUCATION 

The  Director  has  completed  his  Master’s  Program  in  Public  Administration. 
He  also  attended  the  Massachusetts  Health  Officer’s  Conference.  Mr.  Gecewicz, 
the  Director,  has  been  elected  to  a  second  term  to  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Association  of  Boards  of  Health.  The  information  gained  at  the 
seminar  was  most  beneficial  to  the  town  due  to  the  fact  the  information  received 
was  about  state  and  national  regulations  that  are  presently  being  implemented  in 
the  town. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in 
planning  spraying  in  the  Spring.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  assisted  residents  with  spraying  information.  This 
was  the  third  year  the  town  has  contracted  with  the  Norfolk  County  Project  and 
we  are  pleased  with  the  service  the  town  has  received. 


RABIES 


The  Board  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees,  held  its 
annual  rabies  clinic.  A  total  of  78  dogs  and  8  cats  were  inoculated.  The  out¬ 
standing  efforts  of  Richard  I.  Harris,  D.V.M.,  made  this  a  successful  program. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Tlie  department  spent  inspection  time  at  construction  sites,  shopping  loca¬ 
tions  and  the  town’s  landfill  operation.  An  outside  contractor  for  spraying  and 
baiting  for  rodents  was  utilized  as  needed. 

SANITARY  CONCERNS 

Dumping  violations  in  38  areas  were  cited  by  the  Board  and  corrective 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  department.  A  total  of  23  homes  were  re¬ 
quested  to  be  connected  with  the  town  sewer  lines.  The  Board  has  also  re¬ 
quested  1 1  restaurants  to  install  grease  traps.  It  is  believed  this  measure  will 
save  maintenance  on  the  town’s  sewer  system. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  with  other  town  departments  and  state 
agencies  about  the  life  of  the  town’s  landfill.  The  implementation  and  planning 
of  the  waste  disposal  has  continued  again  this  year  to  be  one  of  the  Board’s 
major  concerns.  The  conformance  of  the  present  landfill  to  the  state’s  require¬ 
ments  in  the  correction  of  the  landfill  has  been  addressed  with  the  state  for  the 
proper  closing  of  the  area  with  its  compliance  with  all  state  requirements.  Thus, 
the  goal  of  the  Board  has  taken  place  in  a  safe  and  healthy  manner. 

SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION 

The  Board  enforced  the  state  mandate,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Department,  that  all  school  age  children  of  the  town  be  fully  immunized  against 
measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  The  Board  strongly 
agrees  that  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  be  tested  for  lead  poisoning. 

SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  special 
permits. 

SUB-DIVISIONS 

The  Board  has  reviewed  and  taken  action  on  7  sub-divisions. 

TRIAGE 

The  Board  continued  its  Triage  Program,  of  which  it  is  the  only  such  com¬ 
munity  with  the  program  to  date.  It  is  presently  being  evaluated  and  shall 
become  a  model  for  other  communities.  The  Board  reappointed  a  Senior  Medi¬ 
cal  Field  Officer  who  has  developed  a  training  program  with  fire,  police,  ambu¬ 
lances  and  regional  hospitals.  Five  field  disaster  officers  were  trained  by  the 
guidelines  of  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Emergency  Medical  Services  and 
Disaster  Plan.  A  drill  was  conducted  in  November  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Quincy  City  Hospital  and  local  ambulance  services.  The  new  concepts  are  to  be 
implemented  as  the  town’s  (EMS)  Emergency  Medical  Service  Program  develops. 
This  board  hopes  that  the  benefits  of  the  training  will  never  have  to  be  imple¬ 
mented  in  action.  The  board  is  insured  that  the  health  and  safety  of  the  com- 
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m unity  is  enriched  by  the  program  and  that  it  meets  the  Emergency  Medical 
Services  needs  of  the  community.

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically 
feasable. 


All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 


Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the 
draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources.

The  1983—1984  year  at  “Pond  Meadow  Park”  was  highlighted  with  the 
completion  of  our  new  2.2  mile  bike  and  jogging  path. 

The  George  Cairns  &  Son  Company  of  Methuen,  the  low  bidder  for  the 
job,  constructed  the  bike  path  with  help  from  both  towns  and  special  efforts 
from  Mr.  Joe  D’Ambrosio  of  Braintree’s  Engineering  Department. 

The  bike  path  was  officially  opened  on  October  14,  1984  with  a  grand 
opening  celebration. 

Several  personnel  changes  took  place  in  1984  with  the  resignation  of  Park 
Supervisor  Robert  MacKenzie  who  took  over  at  Wompatuck  State  Park.  Park 
Ranger  Sean  Cleaves  was  promoted  to  Supervisor  and  Chris  Folan  from  Wey¬ 
mouth  was  hired  to  fill  the  Park  Ranger’s  position. 

Our  first  annual  fishing  derby  was  held  in  the  spring  of  1984  and  we  look 
forward  to  even  bigger  fish  and  greater  participation  in  the  years  ahead. 

For  the  third  successive  year  a  summer  day  camp  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Pamela  Irvin.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  “Friends  of  Pond  Meadow  Park.”  Our 
rangers  did  not  participate  in  the  program  but  reported  that  the  day  camp  was 
booked  to  capacity  and  well  received  by  both  children  and  parents. 

Our  Project  Outreach  program  was  completed  with  a  sound  and  slide 
presentation  which  is  shown  to  various  community  groups  and  nursing  homes 
throughout  both  towns. 

In  order  to  increase  our  park  ranger’s  effectiveness  in  patroling  and  polic¬ 
ing  the  park,  an  “All  Terrain  Vehicle”  was  purchased.  The  vehicle  enables 
greater  ranger  mobility  and  visibility  throughout  the  park. 

Mr.  Steve  Clements,  a  new  commissioner  from  Weymouth,  was  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen. 

1983—1984  was  an  eventful  and  productive  year  for  Pond  Meadow  Park. 
The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  new  year  with  great  optimism.  Future 
plans  include  exercise  stations  to  coincide  with  the  bike  path,  possible  construc¬ 
tion  of  permanent  public  rest  room  facilities  and  creation  of  an  outdoor  educa¬ 
tional  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  is  pleased  to  submit 
its  Annual  Report  of  activity  for  the  year  1984.  The  Board,  chaired  by  Sheila 
D.  Roach,  had  one  change  in  its  ranks  during  the  year  with  the  resignation  in 
August  1984  of  Wniiam  Varroso  who  served  as  a  Moderator’s  appointee  to  this 
Commission  since  March  1978.  Moderator  Gerald  Walsh  replaced  Varroso  with 
Robert  J.  Schiffmann  who  was  welcomed  to  the  Board  at  its  September  meet¬ 
ing.  Mr.  Varroso’s  energies  and  interests  with  the  department  for  the  past  six 
years  will  be  missed  as  no  citizen  in  the  community  had  in  mind  the  town  at 
heart  with  every  decision  he  participated  in. 

The  major  accomplishment  of  the  Department  in  the  year  1984  was  the 
development  of  the  new  football  stadium  at  Braintree  High  School  which  was 
completed  and  used  for  the  first  time  by  the  Wamps  with  a  gala  opening  game 
under  the  lights  in  September.  The  all  aluminum  grandstand,  which  was  erected 
in  nine  days,  the  new  restroom /refreshment  facility,  the  underground  irrigation 
system  and  new  playing  surface  for  the  football  games  and  the  new  scoreboard 
made  this  facility  one  of  the  nicer  of  its  kind  in  the  commonwealth. 

The  Sons  of  Italy  are  to  be  commended  for  their  generous  donation  of 
the  new  scoreboard.  The  South  Braintree  Board  of  Trade  gave  the  new  all 
aluminum  players’  benches.  To  achieve  this  successful  construction  project,  the 
town  can  be  proud  of  its  many  departments  who  teamed  together  to  assist  in 
its  development. 

The  Braintree  Sewer  Commission  authorized  the  installation  of  the  new 
sewer  system  hookup  to  our  new  building.  The  Water  Department  assisted  in 
the  underground  piping  hookup  for  the  complex  and  the  Water  Commissioners 
gave  an  interim  approval  to  utilize  town  water  supply  for  the  watering  of  the 
complex  until  a  more  permanent  pumping  station  can  be  developed  in  the  fu¬ 
ture.  The  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  gave  much  of  its  manpower  and 
supply  assistance  to  bring  the  necessary  electricity  onto  the  site.  The  Braintree 
Highway  Department  spent  many  days  at  the  site  laying  blacktop  walkways  and 
grading  work  for  the  project. 

The  Braintree  Engineering  Department  provided  its  talents  to  the  project 
giving  the  necessary  surveying  work  for  the  project.  The  Braintree  School  Main¬ 
tenance  Department  spent  many  days  with  their  craftsmen  putting  the  finishing 
touches  on  the  facility  readying  the  facility  for  public  usage.  The  completed 
project  could  not  have  returned  to  the  town  the  “under  budget”  funds  without 
this  exemplary  departmental  cooperation  that  citizens  of  our  community  can 
take  pride  in. 

Two  particular  individuals  also  have  to  be  commended  for  their  onsite 
contributions.  Mr.  H.  Frederick  Herget,  Director  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation  for  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  was  tireless  in  his  efforts  to  work  with 
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our  department  through  the  bidding  process  and  through  the  construction  pro¬ 
ject  making  sure  that  the  finished  project  would  be  something  Braintree  would 
be  pleased  with.  He  made  this  development  almost  a  personal  crusade  and  his 
consultations  were  most  appreciated.  Finally,  Herbert  R.  “Bud”  Morton,  the 
department’s  General  Supervisor  of  Grounds  Maintenance  showed  to  our  town 
what  an  asset  this  employee  is.  His  skill  and  knowledge  in  this  type  of  develop¬ 
ment  was  never  more  obvious.  Literally  spending  countless  hours  on  site  to 
assist  the  contractors  and  advising  best  methods  of  developing  the  field,  this 
employee  rarely  gets  the  credit  despite  his  outstanding  contributions  to  our 
community. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocactional  School  masonry  and  electrical  classes 
spent  many  days  on  site  during  the  construction  phase  of  this  complex.  They 
assisted  in  the  construction  of  the  restroom  facility  and  refreshment  stand. 
They  did  much  of  the  interior  wiring  of  this  building  and  showed  how  advanced 
their  learning  skills  have  come  through  this  schooling. 

With  the  development  of  the  new  complex  at  the  high  school  came  the 
awarding  of  the  contract  for  the  demolition  of  Hollingsworth  Memorial  Stadium 
on  Hollis  Field  that  has  deteriorated  over  the  past  several  years  making  it  unsafe 
or  too  costly  for  repair.  It  is  hoped  by  the  board  that  in  future  years,  with  local 
youth  football  activity  still  taking  place  at  this  site,  portable  bleachers  and  a 
small  service  building  can  be  developed  on  this  site  to  allow  for  the  field  water¬ 
ing  system  and  operation  of  the  scoreboard  still  standing. 

The  department  purchased  a  new  diesel  powered  rotary  type  mower  that 
will  cut  10  acres  of  turf  in  one  day.  Paid  for  between  tax  appropriation,  as  well 
as  golf  course  receipts,  this  machine  will  enable  the  department  to  mow  areas 
more  often  as  well  as  mow  areas  virtually  impossible  to  get  a  riding  mower  onto 
in  years  past. 

The  department  spent  much  time  at  the  high  school  completely  rebuilding 
the  varsity  baseball  diamond  in  the  Fall.  Ruined  almost  beyond  repair  by  van¬ 
dals  using  an  automobile  late  in  1983,  the  department  was  successful  in  acquir¬ 
ing  funds  to  completely  rebuild  the  infield,  as  well  as  installing  an  underground 
watering  system,  dugouts  and  a  service  building  for  the  field.  In  1985  this  field 
will  be  as  good  a  baseball  diamond  that  can  be  found  throughout  the  state.  As 
1984  ended  the  department  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  necessary  funding 
and  assignment  to  illuminate  this  field  as  well  as  the  football  field,  softball  field, 
and  even  the  soccer  field.  This  project,  which  should  be  completed  in  the 
Spring  of  1985,  was  as  a  result  of  a  study  committee  created  by  Town  Meeting 
to  study  the  feasibility  and  cost  of  lighting  fields  at  Braintree  High  School.  With 
their  recommendation  in  November  at  Town  Meeting,  a  near  unanimous  vote 
for  the  funding  appropriation  resulted.  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department 
Superintendent  Donald  Newton  has  accepted  the  challenge  from  his  commis¬ 
sion  to  work  closely  with  the  Park  Department  to  engineer  the  lighting  project 
as  well  as  oversee  the  installation,  hoping  that  it  can  be  completed  within  budget 
in  time  for  the  Spring  sports  season.  This  will  enable  the  town  to  encourage 
more  activity  without  the  construction  of  more  fields  to  meet  the  demands 
currently  in  our  town.

In  November  the  Park  Commission  received  from  Town  Meeting  title  and 
custody  of  the  land,  as  well  as  Alice  Daughraty  Gymnasium  on  the  site  of  the 
former  high  school  on  Washington  Street.  Used  year  round,  this  indoor  facility 
to  be  maintained  by  the  department  will  enable  literally  thousands  of  citizens 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  recreational  activity  found  virtually  impossible 
in  years  before.  One  example  of  this  usage  is  the  development  of  the  Braintree 
Youth  Basketball  Association  which  began  its  program  for  the  first  year  in  De¬ 
cember  at  the  Daughraty  Gymnasium  involving  over  700  boys  and  girls  and 
hundreds  of  parents  participating  with  the  program  as  well.  Teen  dances  have 
been  held  twice  monthly  over  the  past  year  with  virtually  no  problems  despite 
the  hundreds  of  teenagers  attracted  to  these  events.  Under  the  sponsorship  of 
Pop  Warner  Football  and  P.A.C.T.,  these  social  programs  hopefully  are  provid¬ 
ing  non  athletic  activity  once  popular  in  town  but  absent  for  the  past  many 
years.  The  P.A.C.T.  teenage  organization  funded  the  construction  of  a  handi¬ 
capped  person’s  access  into  this  facility  during  September.  Craftsmen  from  the 
School  Department  constructed  this  ramp,  the  Park  Department  employees 
painted  it  and  now  this  gymnasium  is  handicapped  accessible  for  everyone  to 
use. 


The  Board  is  grateful  for  the  support  and  cooperation  it  has  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  from  the  town  officials  and  departments.  Staff  of  the  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  were  able  to  accomplish  much  during  the  year,  but  our  level  of  achieve¬ 
ment  would  have  been  diminished  had  it  not  been  for  the  “helping  hand 
philosophy”  rendered  to  the  Department  by  most  every  department  in  our 
community.  With  such  a  successful  year  in  1984,  the  Department  looks  toward 
1985  as  another  year  of  challenge  but  one  comfortably  accepted  because  of  the 
relationships  created  in  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 


The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  is  pleased  to 
submit  this  report  for  the  year  1984.  This  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission,  consists  of  nine  members  and  they  advise 
the  Park  Commission  on  daily  operation  procedures  and  policy  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  be  followed  at  this  18  hole  recreational  facility.  The  year  1984  was 
again  a  banner  year  for  the  golfer  with  excellent  playing  conditions  and  record 
smashing  receipts  collected. 

The  Committee  welcomed  its  newest  member  in  October.  Winnifred 
Gibson  who  had  served  on  the  Committee  since  1976  was  moving  out  of  town 
and  resigned  in  September.  Elizabeth  Nightingale,  current  President  of  the. 
Braintree  Women’s  Golf  Association,  was  appointed  by  the  Park  Commission  to 
replace  Mrs.  Gibson  and  she  attended  her  first  meeting  in  October.  Park  Com¬ 
missioner  Robert  Schiffmann  was  appointed  to  the  Committee  in  November, 
replacing  Commissioner  William  Varroso  who  resigned  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  in  September.  The  nine  member  operating  committee  amassed  a  71% 
attendance  record  in  the  thirteen  meetings  that  were  conducted  during  1984. 

In  excess  of  $258,000  in  golfing  revenues  were  collected  at  our  facility, 
an  increase  of  almost  25%  over  the  previous  year.  In  1984  a  portion  of  the 
revenues  collected  from  some  of  the  membership  accounts,  as  well  as  some  of 
the  daily  greens  fee  accounts,  were  deposited  into  a  new  reserve  for  appropria¬ 
tion  account  established  for  the  long  range  clubhouse  improvements  planned  at 
this  course.  In  excess  of  $25,000  was  deposited  into  this  new  account  and  after 
the  next  year  or  two  a  sufficient  balance  should  be  collected  to  enable  the  Board 
to  pursue  a  major  clubhouse  improvement  and  expansion  project  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  golfing  public  using  this  facility.  Lacking  are  suitable  restrooms,  locker 
room  space  and  storage  rooms  to  allow  for  club  storage  and  equipment  used  at 
the  current  facility. 

Two  very  damaging  fires  occurred  at  the  clubhouse  facility  in  1984,  caus¬ 
ing  the  loss  of  most  of  the  maintenance  equipment,  as  well  as  the  equipment 
storage/repair  shop  located  to  the  rear  of  the  clubhouse.  From  the  insurance 
settlement  the  department  anticipates  repairs  and  replacement  equipment  in 
time  for  the  1985  golfing  season.  The  equipment  storage/repair  shop  will  have 
to  be  completely  rebuilt  and  hopefully  the  department  will  be  successful  in 
using  fire  retardant  materials  replacing  the  wooden  facility  that  has  lasted  the 
golf  course  since  the  town’s  purchase  in  1955. 

The  department  installed  smoke/heat  detectors  for  the  clubhouse  in  the 
Fall  as  an  aftermath  of  the  two  arson-caused  fires,  and  with  the  installation  of 
exterior  area  lights,  the  department  is  hopeful  that  activity  late  at  night  around 
the  clubhouse  will  be  considerably  less  than  ever. 
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From  an  initial  appropriation  from  the  golf  course  receipts  account  in 
1984,  the  operating  committee  engineered  the  improvements  of  the  rear  meet¬ 
ing  room  at  the  clubhouse  with  winterizing,  paneling,  new  lighting,  air  condi¬ 
tioning,  heating,  carpeting  and  new  windows.  This  is  the  beginning  of  what 
hopefully  will  become  a  finer,  more  comfortable  atmosphere  for  the  golfing 
public  as  they  continue  to  patronize  our  facility  in  years  to  come. 

The  department  entered  into  a  land  lease  with  the  Thomas  Flatley  Com¬ 
pany,  new  owners  of  the  Walworth  Industrial  Plant  that  will  preserve  portions 
of  three  current  holes  on  the  golf  course  for  years.  Some  of  the  land  developed 
as  part  of  the  golf  course  was  owned  by  the  Walworth  Company,  and  upon  its 
sale  we  were  concerned  that  we  might  face  relocation  of  portions  of  three  holes. 
Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Flatley,  we  have  preserved  the  integrity  of  the 
golf  course  for  years  to  come. 

The  operating  committee  would  like  to  extend  its  appreciation  to  Chief 
Carl  Vitagliano  and  members  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  who  were  of 
great  assistance  to  our  department  last  Fall  in  dealing  with  the  two  fires.  Fur¬ 
ther,  the  assistance  received  from  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department,  Town 
Treasurer  Robert  Breen,  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland  and  the  Braintree 
Water  Department  gave  further  documentation  of  the  truly  outstanding  support 
and  cooperation  amongst  departments  in  our  town  to  mutually  tackle  problems 
that  other  department’s  expertise  can  provide  the  solutions.  Without  the  sup¬ 
port  rendered,  we  would  have  found  it  impossible  to  have  achieved  another 
record  smashing  year  of  accomplishment  at  our  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  1984  Brain¬ 
tree  Annual  Report. 

During  my  8  months  as  the  Braintree  Tree  Warden  I  have  received  over 
200  telephone  calls  from  Braintree  citizens  requesting  tree  maintenances  or 
removal  services.  Due  to  the  absence  of  severe  weather,  damage  to  trees  caused 
by  storms  were  kept  to  a  minimum. 

A  tree  bank  has  been  established  at  the  Braintree  Cemetery  where  45 
saplings  are  now  planted.  A  total  60  saplings  were  previously  destroyed  at  the 
location  due  to  a  bulldozer  employed  to  dig  furrows  that  would  provide  proper 
irrigation  within  the  tree  bank. 

There  were  no  trees  planted  in  Braintree  by  the  department  this  year. 
Now  that  the  tree  bank  has  been  established,  the  Tree  Warden  will  be  capable 
of  ensuring  new  growth.

TREE  WARDEN 
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REPORT  OF  THE 

HARRY  J.  LAKE  MEMORIAL  FOREST 


The  past  year  has  been  rather  uneventful.  There  has  been  very  little  inter¬ 
est  from  citizens  interested  in  obtaining  dead  trees  for  firewood.  We  had  re¬ 
quests  from  people  who  thought  the  number  of  dead  trees  in  the  Forest  was 
increasing  due  to  the  several  swampy  areas  that  had  been  increasing  in  size.  We 
had  a  consultant  firm,  Land  Resources  Management  Associates,  investigate  the 
situation.  Their  report  showed  that  there  was  an  increase  in  area  of  wetlands 
caused  by  increased  volume  of  water  flowing  through  the  brook  caused  by 
increased  home  building  over  the  years  on  the  land  above  the  Forest  and  the 
building  of  a  sewer  line  from  Liberty  Street  to  Washington  Street.  This  line,  in 
some  areas,  created  a  small  ridge  or  dike  which  has  changed  the  drainage  of 
water  flow  from  certain  parts  of  the  Forest.  However,  they  felt  that  the  situa¬ 
tion  at  the  present  time  has  actually  served  to  enhance  the  purpose  for  which 
the  Forest  was  created  in  1942. 

When  the  Town  Meeting  voted  to  create  the  Town  Forest  in  1942  it  was 
based  on  maintaining  the  land  in  its  natural  state  as  a  wild  life  sanctuary  and  a 
place  to  study  plants  and  wild  flowers,  as  well  as  to  provide  an  open  space  for 
passive  recreation.  Our  Consultant’s  report  indicates  that  the  dead  trees  and 
swamp  provide  a  bird  sanctuary  as  well  as  an  area  for  growth  of  plants  normally 
found  in  wet  land  areas.  We  intend  to  try  to  improve  the  drainage  as  best  we  can 
with  assistance  from  youth  groups  and  the  cooperation  of  Town  Departments 
when  conditions  permit. 

Another  project  that  should  be  started  is  a  survey  of  the  Forest  and  the 
proper  registration  of  its  boundaries  in  the  Land  Court.  This  was  not  done  in 
1942  and  should  be  done  on  a  piecemeal  basis  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  in¬ 
fringements  by  local  landowners.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  or  subsidizes  463  housing  units  in 
the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the 
offices  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree 
Highlands,  called  Highlands  Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least  65  years  of  have,  have  an  annual 
income  of  no  more  than  $12,180  for  one  person,  $13,900  for  a  couple,  and 
assets  of  no  more  than  $15,000. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on 
Heritage  Lane  in  East  Braintree.  This  site  was  completely  weatherized  through 
a  grant  from  EOCD  and  Quincy  Community  Action  and  will  be  modernized  with 
funds  awarded  to  the  Authority  over  a  three  year  period. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  190  subsidized  units  for  low  in¬ 
come  elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments,  81 
units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence 
Manor,  and  25  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  The 
annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  the  program  range  from  $12,180  for  one 
person  to  $19,575  for  six  persons,  and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are 
$15,000. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority 
owns  three  single  family  and  two  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income 
families  at  scattered  sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission 
and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  Program. 
Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income 
for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally-aided.  95  units 
at  scattered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  annual  income  limits  for 
admission  to  this  program  range  from  $11,300  for  one  person  to  $18,750  for 
six  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom 
Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued  to  families  which  enable  them  to  seek  suit¬ 
able  housing  accommodations  in  moderately  priced  existing  rental  units.  The 
maximum  permissible  rental,  including  all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal 
Register,  are  $455  for  a  one-bedroom  unit,  $533  for  a  two-bedroom  unit,  and 
$652  for  a  three-bedroom  unit. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns 
a  large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Resi¬ 
dence  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  live-in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time  resi¬ 
dents  and  one  Respite  Care  room  for  periodic  use.  The  South  Shore  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Center,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leases  the 
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property  for  the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational 
training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 

New  Projects  under  Development: 

In  December  1984  contracts  for  Financial  Assistance  were  signed  by  the 
Authority  and  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Develop¬ 
ment  for  Modernization  Awards  totaling  $258,385.00  to  modernize  our  existing 
housing  under  the  667  Elderly  housing  program,  705  Family  housing  program, 
and  the  689  Handicapped  housing  program.  The  Modernization  award  is  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  We  are  in  the  process  of  advertising  for  an  architect  for 
this  program. 

We  have  also  applied  for  Congregate  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  more  705 
family  housing  and  are  working  with  the  South  Shore  Department  of  Mental 
Health  and  EOCD  to  help  subsidize  the  homeless  mentally  ill  at  a  site  located 
at  555  Washington  Street  which  has  been  a  home  for  the  mentally  ill  now  for 
several  years.

BRAINTREE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


We  operate  the  Braintree  Council  on  Aging  offices  and  the  Senior  Citizen 
Multi-Purpose  Center  with  one  full-time  staff  person  and  one  full-time  Outreach 
Worker  and  one  part-time  Senior  Aide  (funded  through  South  Shore  Elder 
Services).  We  also  have  as  needed  services  of  a  clerk,  van  driver,  custodian,  who 
are  funded  by  grants.  The  senior  citizen  population  at  present  is  estimated  at 
9,000  and  we  still  see  a  continued  increase  in  requests  for  services.  Attendance 
at  the  senior  center  is  increasing  and  now  averages  200  persons  daily.

The  Council  provides  a  varied  program  of  classes  and  activities.  The 
South  Shore  Elder  Services,  Inc.,  maintains  a  nutrition  site  which  provided  a  hot 
lunch  daily  and  many  of  these  participants  attend  our  other  activities  in  the 
building.  The  medical  transportation  van  is  also  seeing  increased  use.  It  is  on 
the  road  every  day,  all  day.  Unfortunately,  we  cannot  provide  transportation 
for  the  handicapped.  The  Council  on  Aging  will  apply  to  South  Shore  Elder 
Services  for  a  grant  to  provide  this  much  needed  form  of  transportation. 

The  Council  on  Aging,  through  a  grant  received  from  the  Department  of 
Elder  Affairs,  held  a  successful  six  week  course  on  Caring  for  the  Elders  at  home. 
We  have  also  received  a  grant  to  provide  the  town  with  a  Family  Support  Group 
which  will  start  in  March.  The  Council  on  Aging  did  apply  for  a  grant  of 
$25,000.00  jointly  with  the  town  of  Weymouth  to  provide  a  social  day  care 
center  at  the  drop-in  for  Weymouth  and  Braintree  residents  who  are  victims  of 
Alzheimers  or  related  disorders.  This  program  will  provide  for  supervised  care 
twice  a  week  on  a  six  hour  day  for  the  year.  If  we  do  receive  the  grant,  this  will 
be  an  enormous  challenge  to  the  Council  to  make  it  a  successful  program.

REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  their  depend¬ 
ents  and  survivors  as  provided  under  Chapter  1 15  as  amended  under  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  program  is  outlined  under 
Veterans  Benefits. 

Veterans  Benefits 

During  1984,  107  qualifying  families  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  7  were 
assisted  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid  and/or  assistance  in  the 
payment  of  medical  or  fuel  bills. 

A  total  of  $122,444.00  was  expended  by  the  Veterans  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  for  Fiscal  Year  1984  for  Veterans  Benefits  and  administrative  costs.  Also, 
during  Fiscal  Year  1984  we  recovered  $17,306.62  as  a  result  of  legal  assignments 
and  liens  taken  against  Workers’  Compensation  claims,  other  insurance  claims 
and  real  estate  liens.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the 
Town  of  Braintree  for  approximately  $31,444.00  as  its  share  of  Fiscal  Year 
1984. 
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All  employable  recipients  of  Veterans  Benefits  make  personal  by-weekly 
reports  regarding  their  job  hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services 
with  the  exception  of  one  claimant.  In  addition,  field  visits  to  recipients  are 
made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services  as  well  as  State  Investigator  to  insure 
eligibility  and  compliance  with  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  Federal  and  State  Programs,  including 
hospital  and  medical  services.  This  includes  the  Veterans  Administration,  Social 
Security,  Division  of  Employment  Security,  Public  Health  Services  and  other 
organizations  in  order  to  reduce  costs  to  the  lowest  possible  level  for  Braintree 
taxpayers. 

Veterans  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  performs  administrative  maintenance 
on  claims  and  awards  involving  more  than  three  million  dollars  received  by 
Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans  Administration  on  an  annual  basis.  This 
maintenance  includes  changes  in  family  status,  deaths,  births,  income  status, 
disability  status  and  many  other  types  of  information. 

In  addition  to  maintenance  activities,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation 
and  submission  of  72  new  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  Braintree  Veterans, 
their  dependents  or  survivors  with  the  Veterans  Administration  in  Calendar  Year 
1984. 

Other  Services  Rendered  in  1984 

Securing  VA  Medical  Center  admissions,  securint  medical  and  service  re¬ 
cords  from  the  Department  of  Defense,  providing  assistance  in  securing  fuel 
allotments  in  needy  cases,  securing  VA  certification  of  disability  for  real  estate 
tax  abatements  and  other  purposes,  emergency  transportation  of  Veterans  to  VA 
Hospitals  and  other  health  care  facilities,  service  in  counseling  and  reference  for 
Social  Security  Disability  and  SSI  claims  and  other  referral  service  as  appropri¬ 
ate.

All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared 
for  by  the  Graves  Registration  Office' to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  Chapter  1 14,  Section  46 A  and  Chapter  115,  Section  9  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  is  required  to  file  an 
affidavit  with  the  City  or  Town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Permanent  registration  cards  are  kept  on  file  in  the  Veterans 
Services  Office.  At  this  point  in  time  85  affidavits  were  filed  with  this  office 
during  calendar  year  1984. 

A  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  each  Memorial  Day  and 
approximately  3000  graves  were  decorated  in  1984. 

Applications  for  government  headstones  or  markers  for  the  graves  of 
deceased  veterans  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans  Services  Office  in  the  Town 
Hall,  as  well  as  information  on  various  cemetery  regulations  relating  to  the 
installation  of  these  headstones  or  markers.  These  are  provided  free  of  charge 
by  the  Veterans  Administration. 

Veterans  Services  Office  is  grateful  to  Post  86,  American  Legion,  Post 
1702  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  Chapter  29  of  the  Disabled  American 
Veterans  for  their  assistance  through  the  Braintree  Veterans  Council  for  their 
valuable  assistance  in  decorating  veterans’  graves  in  Braintree  cemeteries  for 
Memorial  Day  1984.

THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 


In  1984  the  Thayer  Public  Library  continued  to  function  as  a  multi-pur¬ 
pose  cultural  and  community  center. 

To  this  end  Braintree  residents  and  organizations  have  been  most  suppor¬ 
tive.  The  Rotary  Club  and  the  Lions  donated  funds  for  the  purchase  of  addi¬ 
tional  large-print  materials  for  sight-impaired  residents.  The  Braintree  Point 
Women’s  Club  continued  a  Friday  story  hour  and  library  school  at  the  Watson 
Park  Branch;  and,  an  East  Braintree  resident  conducted  a  “June  in  January” 
program  at  the  branch  where  children  folded  colored  paper  into  fanciful  flowers. 
Several  residents  provided  free  seminars  on  financial  planning  and  other  subjects. 

Further,  the  Friends  of  Thayer  Public  Libraries,  Inc.,  as  well  as  the  Library 
Trustees,  furnished  family  admission  pass  services  to  the  Museum  of  Science, 
Boston.  Also,  the  book  budget  was  supplemented  by  gifts  from  the  Gardeners’ 
Guild,  the  Braintree  Garden  Club  and  other  groups  and  individuals.  In  fact,  over 
6,000  volumes  were  added,  plus  523  recordings. 

In  addition  to  collection  enhancement  and  special  programming,  the 
library  buildings  were  also  improved:  the  main  library  received  a  new  roof  and 
its  primary  level  was  carpeted;  area  lighting  was  increased  at  the  Highlands 
Branch;  and,  $6,000  was  allocated  to  replace  damaged  insulated  glazing  at 
Watson  Park.  Moreover,  the  May  1984  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved  funds 
for  a  new  roof  and  a  card  catalog  for  the  Watson  Park  Branch,  additional  car¬ 
peting  for  the  main  library  and  miscellaneous  equipment  replacement  for  general 
custodial  and  library  functions.  In  a  further  financial  matter,  $9,825.68  in 
library  fines  was  deposited  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Outreach  services  were  instituted  to  the  Council  on  Aging  and  a  study  was 
done  for  partial  reinstatement  of  the  bookvan  to  the  homebound.  Similarly,  the 
Library  Board  and  Director  sought  to  improve  in-house  efficiency  of  services  by 
submitting  a  grant  application,  together  with  neighboring  libraries,  for  a  central 
computer.  The  latter  would  form  the  nucleus  for  automated  sharing  of  re¬ 
sources  among  South  Shore  libraries. 

In  conclusion,  the  collaborative  efforts  of  1984  will  be  further  pursued  to 
develop  more  effective  library  functions  which  are  essential  to  the  quality  of 
life  in  our  community.  As  new  friends  are  made  in  this  endeavor,  we  must  not 
forget  our  original  ones.  Thus,  this  report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Ernest 
D.  Frawley,  life-time  member  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees,  whose  concern 
and  guidance  continue  to  be  manifest  in  ever-improving  public  library  services. 

In  keeping  with  Town  guidelines,  this  report  has  been  abbreviated;  how¬ 
ever,  recognition  must  be  given  the  many  civic-minded  individuals  and  organiza¬ 
tions  whose  assistance  greatly  aided  the  continued  operation  of  the  Library  and 
its  branches.  The  Thayer  Public  Library  wishes  to  thank  all  contributors  for 
their  generous  donations  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Brain¬ 
tree  for  the  year  1984. 

At  the  School  Committee’s  Annual  Meeting,  held  on  April  30,  1984,  the 
following  officers  were  elected: 

Chairman  —  Robert  F.  Zanca 
Vice  Chairman  —  Diane  M.  Williams 
Recording  Secretary  —  Janice  Amorosino 

Serving  with  them  were:  Paul  G.  Agnew,  Joan  N.  Compton,  Francis  J. 
Curtis  and  Terence  W.  Lynn. 

School  Administration:  We  are  pleased  that  the  community  and  school 
system  continue  to  have  the  services  of  John  F.  Monbouquette,  Superintendent 
of  Schools;  H.  Kenneth  Dooley,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Curriculum  and 
Instruction;  T.  Michael  Molongoski,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Auxiliary 
Services;  and  Ernest  V.  Perreault,  Business  Manager. 

Student  Representatives:  As  in  the  past,  five  (5)  Braintree  High  School 
students  were  elected  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee;  namely,  Carolyn  Curry,  Patricia  Mochen,  Joseph  Powers,  Peter  Ripley,  and 
Deborah  Young. 

The  contributions  of  the  students  in  the  discussion  on  matters  of  mutual 
interest  and  concern  are  given  full  consideration  by  the  School  Committee. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  In  1984  thirty  (30)  official  meetings  were 
conducted.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings  were  held. 
These  included: 

Town-Wide  Study  Committee  on  Closed  Schools:  Mrs.  J.  Compton 
and 

Study  Committee  on  Surplus  School  Buildings:  Mr.  R.  Zanca,  Mr.  J. 
Compton  and  Mr.  T.  Lynn 

The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  projects  that  the  population 
of  elementary  school-age  children  will  increase  as  much  in  the  ten  (10)  years 
between  1985  and  1995  as  it  declined  in  the  previous  fifteen  (15)  years  from 
1970  to  1985.  The  Center  projects  that  in  the  1980’s  it  will  be  the  elementary 
school  level  that  will  expand  while  the  secondary  school  level  continues  to 
decline. 

The  School  Committee  and  Central  Administration  are  leaning  toward 
September  1986  as  the  date  to  implement  a  grade  reorganization  plan  to  meet 
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the  need  for  additional  space  at  the  elementary  school  level.  The  responses  to 
the  Future  School  Housing  Survey  (*),  together  with  the  recommendations  to  be 
received  from  parents  (who  are  serving  on  School  Advisory  Board  subcommit¬ 
tees)  will  be  given  careful  consideration  by  the  School  Committee  and  school 
administration.  (*)  In  January  1983  approximately  10,000  surveys  were  mailed 
to  Braintree  households;  approximately  eight  percent  (8%)  responded  to  the 
survey. 

School  Advisory  Board:  Representatives  of  Parent— Teacher  Organizations 
meet  monthly  during  the  school  year  with  members  of  the  School  Committee 
and  school  administration.  Discussions  are  held  on  matters  of  mutual  interest 
and  concern;  e.g.,  impact  of  changing  enrollments  on  school  housing  needs. 
Mrs.  J.  Compton  serves  as  the  School  Committee  liaison  with  Parent— Teacher 
organizations. 

School  Transportation  and  Safety  Advisory  Council:  Mrs.  J.  Amorosino, 
School  Committee  representative. 

The  Council’s  recommendations  are  of  valuable  assistance  in  the  School 
Committee’s  consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  school  bus  transporta¬ 
tion  program  and  to  the  children’s  safety. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  D.  Williams,  School  Committee  representative 

The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken  by  teach¬ 
ers  can  earn  credit  towards  the  teacher’s  professional  advancement. 

Energy  and  Fuel  Conservation:  Mr.  T.  Lynn 

The  implementation  of  measures  to  conserve  electricity  and  fuel  has  made 
substantial  cost  savings  possible  in  the  past  several  years.  A  significant  factor  in 
the  success  of  the  School  Department’s  conservation  program  is  the  staff’s  coop¬ 
eration. 

Town  Water  Conservation  Committee:  Mr.  P.  Agnew,  School  Committee 
representative 

The  School  Department’s  conservation  program  has  effected  a  significant 
reduction  in  water  usage. 

Town  Stadium  Lighting  Committee:  Mr.  F.  Curtis,  School  Committee 
representative 

The  new  stadium  facility  (*)  at  Braintree  High  School  was  completed  this 
past  spring.  In  November  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  to  appropriate  $165,000 
for  the  installation  of  lights  at  several  of  the  High  School  playing  fields.  The 
lighted  fields  should  prove  to  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  school  programs  and  to 
the  community  at  large. 

(*)  Mr.  F.  Curtis  was  the  School  Committee  representative  and  the  Chairman 

of  the  Town  Stadium  Study  Committee. 
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School  Committee  members  have  served  on  additional  Town-wide  commit¬ 
tees  which  include: 

Town  Traffic  Study  Committee:  Mrs.  J.  Compton  has  participated  in  the 
study  of  vehicular  traffic  within  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Town  Study  Committee  re  Health  Insurance  Premiums:  Mr.  T.  Lynn 
participated  in  the  Study  Committee’s  review  of  the  amount  of 
money  employees  will  pay  as  premiums  for  Health  Insurance  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

subcommittee  re  Evaluation  of  Braintree  High  School: 

School  Committee  representatives:  Mrs.  J.  Amorosino,  Mrs.  J.  Compton 

A  visiting  committee,  representing  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  conducted  the  decennial  evaluation  of  Braintree  High 
School  this  past  fall.  In  preparation  of  that  event  the  administration  and  staff 
conducted  the  extensive  self  evaluation  of  all  programs  at  the  High  School.  Mrs. 
Compton  and  Mrs.  Amorosino,  representing  the  School  Committee,  worked  with 
the  staff  and  served  on  self-evaluation  subcommittees. 

According  to  the  report  received  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  Braintree 
High  School  is  an  excellent  educational  institution  which  offers  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  program  to  the  students.  The  curriculum,  which  demands  high  standards  of 
student  performance  at  all  levels,  is  well  organized  with  an  emphasis  toward 
college-preparatory  courses,  and  a  wide  variety  of  programs  available  for  non¬ 
college  bound  and  special  needs  students. 

The  report  from  the  Visiting  Committee  also  notes  that  the  overall  finan¬ 
cial  support  of  curriculum  areas  allows  for  quality  programs,  such  as  the  exten¬ 
sive  and  successful  Advanced  Placement  program  and  four  instructional  levels 
in  major  subjects. 

During  the  next  school  year,  school  officials  will  review  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee’s  recommendations  for  improvement  in  such  areas  as  the  replacement  or 
repair  of  heating  and  ventilating  systems.  (Copies  of  the  Visiting  Committee’s 
report  are  available  for  reading  by  the  public  at  the  Thayer  Public  Library,  the 
Town  Clerk’s  office  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  at  Braintree  High  School.) 

The  School  Committee’s  pride  in  the  educational  opportunities  available 
to  Braintree  High  School  students  is  confirmed  in  the  Visiting  Committee’s 
rating  of  Braintree  High  School  as  “excellent  overall.”  The  continued  support 
of  the  Braintree  community  has  contributed  significantly  in  providing  these  edu¬ 
cational  opportunities  to  our  youth. 

Negotiations:  1984  is  the  second  year  in  the  three-year  contracts  which 
were  negotiated  with  members  of  our  professional  and  support  staffs.  The 
Chairmen  of  the  School  Committee  subcommittees  in  the  negotiations  for  the 
three-year  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements  were  as  follows: 
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Mrs.  J.  Amorosino:  Braintree  Education  Association  (includes  administra¬ 
tors,  teachers,  nurses,  secretaries  and  paraprofessional/instructional 
aides) 

Mr.  T.  Lynn:  Cafeteria  Workers’  Association 

Mrs.  J.  Compton:  Custodians’  Association 

Mrs.  D.  Williams:  Maintenance  Association 

Negotiations  for  the  successor  Agreements  will  begin  in  the  coming  year. 

Fiscal  Year  1985  School  Budget 

The  Braintree  School  Committee,  the  administration,  and  staff  made  every 
feasible  cut  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  FY  1985  school  budget  to  a  minimum  and 
still  provide  the  services  and  educational  programs  necessary  to  meet  the  needs 
of  all  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

In  May  1984,  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1985  fiscal 
year  in  a  total  amount  of  $14,938,636.00,  as  presented  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee.  Most  expenditures  were  unavoidable  and,  like  the  following  three  ex¬ 
amples,  account  for  almost  all  of  the  5.9%  increase: 

—  a  six  and  one-quarter  per  cent  (6.25%)  salary  increase  for  all  professional 
staff,  as  negotiated.  This  increase  was  offset  considerably  by  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  seventeen  full-time  positions  as  a  result  of  declining  enrollments 
and  reorganization  of  some  positions. 

—  Tuition  costs  for  pupils  who  must  attend  special  programs  outside  of 
the  school  district  will  increase,  as  will  bus  transportation  for  all  stu¬ 
dents  within  Braintree. 

—  Substantial  amounts  of  money  were  requested  for  the  purchase  of  much 
needed  textbooks  and  teaching  supplies.  The  purchase  of  the  textbooks 
could  no  longer  be  deferred. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Town  Meeting  support 
to  public  education. 

Many  other  matters,  which  are  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the 
School  Committee  meetings,  were  considered  in  1984.  Because  of  space  con¬ 
straints,  this  Annual  Report  for  1984  is  limited  to  information  on  only  a  few 
matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual  interest.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


In  1984  there  was  a  variety  of  significant  changes  and  events  within  the 
Braintree  Public  Schools.  The  following  is  an  attempt  to  describe  the  more  in¬ 
teresting  and  important. 

Overall  the  enrollment  continues  to  decline  but  at  a  much  slower  pace.  In 
fact,  we  observe  a  slight  increase  in  the  enrollment  in  grades  kindergarten 
through  grade  three.  The  enrollment  at  the  middle  and  high  school  levels  will 
continue  to  decline,  however,  over  the  next  ten-year  period,  and  it  will  be  some 
time  after  1995  before  the  total  enrollment  gradually  increases. 

In  the  meantime,  we  will  experience  gradual  overcrowding  in  the  five 
elementary  schools  and  increasing  empty  classrooms  in  the  middle  schools  and, 
in  particular,  at  Braintree  High  School.

The  Braintree  School  Committee  has  approved  the  organization  of  inter¬ 
ested  parents  and  staff  into  subcommittees  to  study  this  situation  and  to  make 
recommendations  relative  to  reorganization  of  the  Braintree  schools  at  the  end 
of  calendar  year  1985.  The  School  Advisory  Board,  chaired  by  an  active  parent, 
Mr.  Robert  Morrill,  is  the  nucleus  of  these  study  committees.  The  Advisory 
Board  meets  monthly  at  the  Hollis  School.  The  following  are  several  options 
which  they  are  considering: 

1.  Add  grade  8  to  grades  9—12  at  Braintree  High  School.  Grades  6  and 
7  would  be  housed  in  East  Middle  School.  Close  liberty  and  use 
South  Middle  School  as  an  elementary  school. 

Uses  of  available  spaces  at  Braintree  High  School  would  include: 
Central  Administration  and  Special  Needs  offices  and  leased  spaces. 
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2.  Add  grades  7  and  8  to  grades  9—12  at  Braintree  High  School;  close 
both  South  and  East  as  middle  schools;  return  grade  6  to  elementary 
schools. 

a.  East  and  South  would  be  used  as  large  elementary  schools;  Ross 
and  Liberty  could  be  closed. 

b.  Elementary  Schools:  East,  South,  Highlands,  Morrison  and  Lake¬ 
side. 

c.  or  close  East  completely  and  use  South  and  present  elementary 
schools. 

3.  Add  grade  5  to  middle  school  grades  6,  7  and  8.  Retain  all  other 
schools.  Maximum  enrollment  in  the  middle  schools  through  1995 
would  be  1,489. 

4.  House  grades  5  and  6  in  one  middle  school  and  grades  7  and  8  in  the 
other.  Short  term  because  South  has  a  maximum  capacity  of  690 
which  does  not  allow  for  special  programs. 

5.  Use  East  for  all  grade  7  and  8  pupils.  Utilize  present  elementary 
schools  and  South  to  house  grades  K— 6. 

6.  House  kindergarten  classes  separately.  Retain  all  other  schools.  This 
is  a  short-term  option  because  the  number  of  classrooms  made  avail¬ 
able  by  centralizing  kindergartens  would  not  provide  adequate  class¬ 
rooms  for  projected  enrollment  increases  in  grades  K— 5  over  the  next 
ten  years. 

7.  Phase  in  the  reopening  of  a  sixth  elementary  school  beginning  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1985  or  September  1986. 

a.  Use  a  closed  elementary  school. 

b.  Use  a  wing  of  Braintree  High  School  for  a  separate  elementary 
school  unit. 

Note:  In  options  where  grades  are  not  added  at  Braintree  High  School,  available 

spaces  could  be  used  as  in  No.  1  above. 

The  mission  of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  is  the  education  of  all  who 
attend  its  schools.  The  School  Committee,  administration,  and  staff  are  there¬ 
fore  very  interested  in  learning  how  well  we  are  accomplishing  that  task  and  how 
best  we  can  improve.  Given  certain  financial  constraints,  a  dynamic  and  compe¬ 
tent  group  of  administrators,  teachers,  specialists  and  support  staff  in  all  cate¬ 
gories  has  constantly  sought  to  improve  the  curriculum  and  those  ancillary 
services  which  are  so  much  a  part  of  the  modern  comprehensive  school  system. 

One  indicator  of  this  accomplishment  is  the  growing  percentage  of  gradu¬ 
ates  entering  post-secondary  programs.  Last  year  71%,  the  largest  percentage  in 
our  school  system’s  history,  entered  post-secondary  institutions.  In  the  same 
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Qass  of  1984,  the  lowest  percentage  of  pupils  who  entered  grade  nine  left  school 
before  earning  a  diploma;  despite  the  fact  that  the  graduation  requirements  at 
Braintree  High  School  have  been  among  the  most  demanding  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 

This  past  year  culminated  in  a  significant  event  at  Braintree  High  School. 
A  visiting  committee  of  thirteen  administrators  and  teachers  conducted  an  on¬ 
site  evaluation  of  the  total  program  at  Braintree  High  School  as  part  of  the 
accreditation  process  for  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 
The  visiting  committee  first  reviewed  the  findings  of  a  self-evaluation  by  the 
administration,  staff,  parents,  and  students  of  Braintree  High  School  which  was 
conducted  during  the  preceding  eighteen  months.  Then  the  visiting  committee 
conducted  its  own  comprehensive  study  of  the  High  School  The  final  report 
of  the  NEASC  committee  was  received  in  December  and  became  a  matter  of 
public  record. 

In  summary,  the  visiting  committee  rated  Braintree  High  School  as  an  ex¬ 
cellent  secondary  school.  It  was  high  in  its  praise  of  the  personnel,  the  curricu¬ 
lum,  and  the  services  available  for  students.  It  also  offered  many  suggestions  for 
ways  in  which  the  high  school  could  still  further  improve.  These  recommenda¬ 
tions  will  be  considered  for  implementation  over  the  next  several  years. 

The  administration,  all  the  staff,  and  all  the  parents  and  students  who  par¬ 
ticipated  are  to  be  commended.  Special  note  should  be  made  of  the  contribu¬ 
tions  of  Miss  Virginia  Olson,  Director  of  Social  Studies,  and  Mr.  John  Bregoli, 
Housemaster,  who  served  as  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Steering 
Committee  during  the  evaluation  process. 

Another  significant  event  was  the  adoption  by  the  Braintree  School  Com¬ 
mittee  of  a  new  set  of  graduation  requirements  which  was  recommended  by  the 
administration  and  staff.  The  most  important  changes  were  the  inclusion  of  one 
year  of  foreign  language  study  for  all  students  and  at  least  one  semester  of  com¬ 
puter  science. 

The  School  Committee  also  approved  a  standard  for  students  intending  to 
apply  to  college  or  university  programs  following  graduation.  A  much  more 
rigorous  program  of  studies  would  have  to  be  passed  to  receive  an  unqualified 
recommendation  from  the  student’s  guidance  counsellor.  In  summary,  the  list 
of  course  requirements  in  mathematics,  social  studies,  science,  foreign  languages 
and  creative  arts  is  more  specific  and  stresses  the  need  for  advanced  work  in  all 
these  subject  areas. 

While  these  new  graduation  requirements  impose  more  rigorous  standards 
for  students  relative  to  subjects  in  the  core  curriculum,  there  are  ample  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  students  to  select  any  number  of  courses  in  industrial  arts,  business, 
home  economics,  music  and  art.  The  goal  at  all  levels  is  to  have  every  student 
stretch  to  achieve  the  most  out  of  his  or  her  school  experiences  intellectually, 
socially  and  physically. 
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Community  Collaboration 


The  inopportune  announcement  that  the  Hollingsworth  Stadium  was  no 
longer  structurally  sound  triggered  an  immediate  response  to  remedy  the  prob¬ 
lem.  It  was  generally  conceded  that  to  rebuild  at  the  site  of  the  old  high  school 
(later  Central  Junior  High)  was  impractical  for  many  reasons.  The  lack  of  ade¬ 
quate  parking  had  always  been  a  problem,  and  the  use  of  the  Hollingsworth 
Stadium  for  high  school  games  involved  transportation  and  custodial  expenses 
which  could  be  avoided  by  building  a  new  stadium  at  the  new  high  school  on 
Town  Street. 

A  hard-working  Stadium  Committee,  spearheaded  by  the  Director  of 
Athletics,  Frederick  Herget,  enlisted  the  support  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Park  Department,  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Light  Company,  the  Highway  and  Water  and  Sewer  Departments. 

Town  Meeting  reviewed  all  the  proposals  and  voted  its  approval.  In  June 
1984  the  stadium  was  ready  for  the  first  planned  event  —  graduation  of  the 
Class  of  1984.  Alas,  weather  delayed  formal  christening  of  the  stadium  until 
the  first  home  game  in  September.  The  football  teams  came  through  with  a 
thrilling  game  and  a  victory  for  the  Braintree  fans. 

Of  no 'less  significance  was  the  changeover  in  July  in  computer  services 
for  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  from  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  to  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Municipal  Light  Department.  This  large  computer  installation  has  given  all 
the  town  departments  independence  from  outside  computer  companies  and 
almost  unlimited  potential  to  meet  their  computer  needs.  For  the  Braintree 
Public  Schools,  the  changeover  results  in  an  annual  savings  of  approximately 
$50,000  and  provides  for  more  efficient  and  expanded  data  processing  and  com¬ 
puter  services  for  the  school  system.  It  has  already  expanded  the  curriculum 
opportunities  in  computer  instruction  tenfold  and  we  just  began  in  July,  1984.

This  interest  is  from  Voluntary  Investments  by  the  Treasurer  of  Idle  Funds  — 
taxes,  revenue  sharing  and  electric  light  depreciation  funds,  until  they  are  needed. 
It  is  not  to  be  confused  with  investments  of  Trust  Funds,  that  earned  $143,512.43, 
or  other  funds,  such  as  Conservation,  Stabilization,  Paul  W.  Jackson  Fund  and  Spe¬ 
cial  Retirement  Funds  which  earned  $290,049.01  in  1984. 
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Comparing  interest  earned  income  of  1983,  which  amounted  to  $837,567.52, 
to  interest  earned  income  of  1984  shows  increase  of  $214,784.46.  The  reason  for 
this  increase  can  be  parttly  attributed  to  interest  rate  average  of  1.03%  over  last 
year;  also,  knowledge  of  market  trends  for  length  of  investments,  short  or  long. 

A  considerable  amount  of  interest  was  lost  due  to  delay  of  TAX  BILLS  due 
April  1,  1984  but  mailed  in  August  1,  1984,  a  three  (3)  month  loss.  Tax  Bills  due 
October  1,  1984  were  mailed  December.  1,  1984,  a  two  (2)  month  loss,  or  total  of 
five  (5)  months  in  which  tax  revenue  could  have  been  invested  for  that  period  at  a 
substantial  interest  gain  for  the  year  of  1984.  Also,  eliminating  the  cost  of  borrow¬ 
ing  which  amounted  to  $164,214.81.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws: 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and  expend 
therefrom  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  and  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year  shall 
made  a  report  to  the  Town,  showing  the  total  amount  of  the  funds  and  their 
investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth 
in  detail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book.
